There has Nothing happned to me in this, 
which 1 was not before provided for; neither 
did the ſuddenneſs of the Event, make me 
change Countenance. I ſmil'd at the fulfilling 
my own Preſages; and, went to Priſon as un- 
concern'd, as I would have gone home to my * 
Lodging. Not, that I would have thee think, |} 
I was inſenfible of a Loſs fo afflicting as that 
of Liberty : but, my Chains did not appear 
fo very formidable, having made them ftami- 
liar ro my Thoughts long before. 

When I firſt came to Paris, I Took'd on 
my ſelf, but as a Priſoner at large ; owing 
the freedom I had to walk about, only to the. 
Careleſsneſs of the State, and the favour of 
Deſtiny. So that when that Indulgence was 
retrench'd, no new thing happen'd to me. 
What I had expetted for Seven Years to- 
gether, could nor ſeem ſtrange when it came 
to paſs. 

By what I have ſaid, thou may'(t learn to 
prepare thy ſelt for the Worſt Events 
which commonly ſteal upon the ſecure and 
unthinking ; being wrapt upin greater Dark- | 
neſs and Silence, than the Moments which % 
bring them to Light. 'Thele {lide away with- 2 
out our Advertiſement; unſeen, unheard: | 
| Neither can our Watches or Dials, inform us! 
any thing of them, till they are paſs'd. So, | 
there is no Index to point out to * P 
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Hidden Decrees of Fate, till they are ac- 
compliſh'd ; no Ephemeris of Deſtiny, but 
our own Experience. - 

Thou, and all thy Nation, are ſuſpected 
by the Chriſtians : They elteem you Ene- 
mies of their /ztereſt, as well as of their Law. 
They deſpiſe and vilifie you , calling you, 
The accurſed of God.

No Man divining, That that Paper was de- 
ſigned to tranſmit to the Ever Happy Port, 
the moſt important Counſels of the German 
Empire. Neither was Carcoa's Hand taken 
Notice of, having lived very privately, and 
uſed another Character in his common Deal. 
ings. But, how near was he to a Diſcovery. 
when he ſays himſelt in his Letter, That hs 
wanted but Five Words to the Conclufion, 
where he would have ſubſcribed his Name!

Car- 
dinal Mazarini fuſpetted Tergiverſation in 
that Prince, and that he would privately 
treat with the Emperor, if the Grand 
S'gnior ſhould withdraw his Afiſtance and 
Prorection from him; or, if he himſelf 
ſhould grow weary of the War. Where- 
fore Monſieur Croiſſy, according to the Car- 
dinal's Inftrutions, would not fign the 
zo , till Ragotsk; had caild Homie his 
Ambaſſadors , who were treating with ' the 
Imperialiſts at Tyrne, and ſent away the Ger- 
man Emnvey trom his Camp- 

The Leagze being concluded, he inſiſted 
on the Neceſlity the Prince = under, | of 
marching his Army nearer to or flenſon, the 
Suediſh General, that ſo they might ſup- 
port one another againſt the German 
Forces.

I vent many palfionate Wiſhes 
to Conſtantinople, that happy Reſidence ' of 
my beſt Friends, the Nurſery of my Child- 
hood, the School of my Youth ; and, I hope, 
the future Repoſitory of my Old Age. When 
I think of that City, 'tis witha Paſſion hardly 
ſecond to that, which I cheriſh for the Place 
of my Nativity. In Arabia, 'tis true, I firſt 
ſaw the Light of the Sun; but, 'twa$in Greece 
I. receiv'd the more friendly /laminations of 
the con, the Splendors of the True Faith; 
which, though they diſcloſe not to us, {o 
_ clear a Proſpect of the Earth and all irs Gay- 
eties; yet, they preſent us with an unveil'd 
Diſcovery of the Heavens and Stars; ſhew- 
ing us Paradiſe, with its glittering Inhabi- 
tants; the purpl'd Colonies of True Belie- 
vers, Champions and Martyrs of the Eternal 
Unity. In the Deſert I lefr my Father; or 
rather, helefr me before I found my ſelf, be- 
ing but an Infant when he dyed : but, in 
the City I found Friends; which is not a leſs 
endearing Title.

I fend Diſpatches to all by Turns; ſacrificing 
my Private Regards, to the Expettations of 
the State, and the Pleaſure of my Superie 
OY Ss : 

Had I been at Eiberty, I could have ſent thee 
the carlieft News, of the Shughter which the 
Germans matte Three Moons ago, in the 
French Army at /Aergentheim. *Tis not too 
late now to ſay ſomething of it. The m- - 
perialiſts owe that Triumph, to the Candor 
of Twrenne, and the degenerate Craft of the 
Dake of Bavaria ; who, to lull the French 
na Fatal Security, ſent an Agent into France, 
to negotiate a Peace, with deceitful Qver-: 
tures, and Umbrages; commanding allo, that 
none of his Soldiers, ſhould dare to _ the 

renc 
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French their Enemies. Yet, ſorne lay the 
Blame of this Overthrow, on the Sees ; 
whoſe unſeaſonable Suſpicion of a Private 
Treaty between the French and Germans, 
hindred Tor/ten/on from joining the former ; 
and, expos'd Tarenne, with his raw and un- 
experienced Forces, to the numerous Army of 
veterane Imperialiſt s. 

'T was a Fatal Engagement, and the French 
loſt many brave Men ; beſides an Hundred 
and Fifry Commanders taken Priſoners, Fit- 
teen Hundred of the Common Solaters, Fifty 
Enfgns, with many Waggons, and Four 
Mules laden with Money. 

It is reported, that whilſt T#renne, in the 
general Retreat and Flight of his Army, be- 
took himſelf ro /Mergentheim, as he lay on 
his Bed the firſt Night, one of his Officers 
was coming to alarm him with the News of 
the Germans Approach to that Town, but 
unfortunately ſtumbled at his Chamber- 
Door : With the Noiſe of which, Txrenne 
awaked ; and, fearing ſome Attempt on his 
Life, leap'd off his Bed with his drawn 
Sword; and, making toward the Door, juſt 
as the Officer opzn'd it, he run him into 
the Heart. By which Miſtake, he himſelf, 
and the Troops that were in the Town with 
him, had like to have fallen into the Hands 
of the Bavarians, But, recewing Notice 
of their Approach accidentally by ſome other 
means, he withdrew his Troops out of the 
Town by a contrary Road, and eſcaped the 
Purſuit of his Enemies: 


This 
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This Vi&tory has given new Courage to 
the Imperialifts; and has not much diſpirit- 
ed the French , who are by this Loſs, en- 
flamed with greater Ardors, meditating a 
{ſpeedy Revenge. The Genizs of this Cavrt, 
eems to be undaunted, breathing Nothung 
but War. | 

I ſhall not fail to fend thee ſuch Intelli- 
gence, as will demonſtrate, That Ifahmut 
paſſes not away his Time in vain. 

I pray the Sovereign of as many Empires, 
as there be Worlds , to diſtinguiſh thee,. by 
ſome particular Mark of his Favour, from 
the Crowd of thoſe he makes Happy-.

Yet, Selt-Preler- 
vation will rouze our Choler ; which 1s the 
molt active Humour, and precipitates ma- 
ny to violent Courſes. The Effect it has on 
me, 1s, to put meon my Guard, left he who 
has wrong d me, without any Signs of Re- 
pentance, ſhould continue his Malice ro my 
Deſtruction. Burt, thou haſt diſpers d all m 
Sufpicions, by thy ſeafonable Addreſs; and, 
if I cannot pronounce thee Innocent, 1 will 
believe thou art not Incorrigible. The beit 
Advice I can give thee,is, henceforwards to at- 
tend to thy own Afairs,and refrain from rhole 
of others ; remembring the Arab1an Proverb, 
He that peeps inat his Neighbour s Window, 
may chance to loſe his Eyes. Theres agreat 
deal of Wiſdom, couch'd in theſe ſhort Sen- 
rences. They are nout the Product of one 
Man's Experience, nor of a few ; but, they 
are the Reſult of Univerſal Obſervation. 
And, our Country has been happy above o- 
thers in the choice of her Proverbs. This 
thar I mention'd is peculiar to the Eaft : 
Yet, I can produce an Inſtance, whereby

There 1s hardly a Night paſles in this Po- 
pulous City, wherein ſome Murder is not 
commirted in rhe Streets Two Nights ago, 
a Man was found dead on the Ground, where- 
wpon a Tumult was gathered about his 
Bleeding 
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Bleeding Carkafe. Among thereſt, a Fellow 
came crowding in, inquititive what ſhould 
be the Matter- Thoſe who ſtood by, be- 
holding his Cloarhs bloody, which he was 
not ſenſible of himſzlf, ſeized on him as the 
Murderer- His wild Looks encreafed their 
Jealouſhe; and, the incoherent Words with 
which he endeavour'd to excuſe himſelf, ren- 
dred him Guilty in the Judgment of rhe Rab- 
ble. They carried im before a Cad , 
by whom he was ſtriftly examin'd : He 
ſtoutly deny'd the Fact ; and; no Proof could 
be brought againſt him , but his ſtained 
Cloaths- 'Tis the Cuſtom here, to put to 
the Torture, Perſons ſuſpetted of Capital 
Crimes, in Order to draw a Confeſſion of the 
Truth- This they did ro this poor Wretch ; 
and, in the Extremity of his Pains, he ac-

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and Cheiks, were ſent for and conſulted. The 
Witches were examined apart; and put to 
the Torture, as is the Cuſtom in Capital 
Crimes- Admirable was their Conſtancy for 
a conſiderable Time ; but, at length, over- 
come by the Continuance and Sharpneſs of 
their Pains, they confeſs'd, They had for

This Confeſſion, though extorted from the 
Witches in th@Midft of inſufferable Torments, 
yet was delivered without any Inconfi- 
ſtencies. and with all the Demonſtrations 
of a real Penitence. And, being ſeconded 


with the Teſtimonies of many Credible Wit-' 


neſles, who had overſeen them in ſome of 
their Notturnal Ceremonies ; the Inquiſitors, 
moved with a juſt Horror of ſo nefandous 
Abominations, ſentenc'd them, 7o be burnt, 
and their Aſhes to be ſcatter'd into the Sea. 


Which was accordingly executed,on the Sixth

Yet, I cannot be 
ſure, but that there have been ſome in all 
Ages and Nations, who have entred into 
Leagues and Afociations with Devils, and 
have been enabled thereby, to perform Things 
above the Power of Nature. However, I 
have a Particular Deſire to hear from thee, 
and to be inform'd, Whether thou haſt expe- 
rienc'd the Effect of their Enchantments. If 
thou haſt not, bleſs thy Stars, that thou wert 
born and bred a 7{4ſſalman, againſt whom 
the Magick ofgthe afidels cannot prevail ;

LETTER VII. 
To the Invincible Vizir Azem. 


] F One may judge of future Events, by ap- 
Piying to them the Symptoms of Things 
paſt; and, if a Man may compare one King- 
dom with another; I ſhould think, that 
France will in Time extend the Limits of , 
her Empire, as far as any of the Foxr Great 
Monarchies, that have been recorded in Hi- 
ftories for their Univerſal Sway. I will nor 
lay, as far as the wide-ſtretch'd Empire of the 
ever-victorious O/mans : Yet, the Genins of 
this Nation, ſeems in ſome Manner to inſpire 
the French with as ardent a Thirſt of Glory 
and Conqueſt, as that which has in all Ages, 
appear'd to be the Inſeparable Vertne of the 
Muſſulmans, They preſs forward to the 
C 3 Mar k, 
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Mark, for which they take up Arms; that 
1s, to ſubdue All before them, and lay King- 
doms, Provinces and Cities at the Feet of 
their Sovereign, They are not diſcourag'd at 
Difficulties and Loſfles. The Checks and 
Oppoſitions they meet with, do but animate 
them with new and freſh Vigors. So that it 
is become a ſure Prognoſtick of ſome great | 
Succeſs to that Nation, when at any Time -þ 
they receive ill News from their Armies. In 
this, their Courage ſeems to be of the Quality 
of Naptha; which, by pouring on of Wa- 
ter, takes Fire ; although, thou knoweſt, 
theſe Two Elements be Contrary to each 0- 
ther. So, this Warlike People, inſtead of 
being dejected, or made timorous by any De- 
feat given to their Armies, are rather inflam'd 
with more attive and valiant Reſolutions ; as, 
will appear, by the Repulſe given them 
by the Dake of Bavaria, not many doons 


0. 

As ſoon as that News arrived i this City, 
one would have expected to have ſeen ſome 
Tokens of Fear in the People ; but, it wrought 
a-contrary Effect. No Tears of Women and 
Children, no compaſſionate Sighs for their 
flain Husbands, Fathers or other Relations ; 
no down-caſt Looks, or ominous ſhaking of 
Heads; no melancholly Whiſpers or porten- 
tous Stories, were murmur?d in the Ears of 
the Multitude : But, all Things appeard 
lively and proſperous; the very Women ex- 
citing the Young Men to lift themſelves: Sol- 
diers, and the Boys. in. the. Streets — 
all 
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all their Paſtime conſiſt, in imitating the 
Hen of Arms, and learning the Diſcipline of 
War. There was no need, to force Men to 
the Field. No ſooner was the King's [nten- 
tion to raife New - Forces divulg'd m the Pro- 
vinces, but Thouſands came voluntarily and 
took up Arms; chuſing rather to feek Ho- 
nourable Deaths in the Toils and Hazards 
of War, "than to lead Inglorious Lives at 
Home, in the ſoft Enjoyments of Peace. 

Theſe Things appear'd. to me, as certain 
Preſfages of the Rifing Greatneſs of this A-fo- 
narchy, and an Evident Sign, That the 
French Nation in this Age, ſhall out-do their 
Anceſtors in Warlike Deeds. 

The Stage of that Bloody Combat, be- 
tween the Forces of the Dake of Bavaria, 
and thoſe under the Command of Aareſchal 
Turenne , was Aergentheim, Since which, 
there has been a more fierce Encounter, . be- 
tween the French and Imperialiſts at Aller- 
ſheim. Wherein the former, have recover'd 
the Honour they feem'd to have loft in the 
"om 6 une much to the Bravery of the 

oa of Heſ5-Caſſe!; who, with * his 
Regiments, had a conf1derable Share in the 
Actions of this Day ; and therefore, has been 
preſented with Magnificent Gifts by the 
ePueen-Regent. The Bavarians loſt in this 
Battle, above Two Thouſand Common Sol- 
.. diers, beſides many Officers of Note. On 

the French Side, the Dake of Engaien (who 
had newly join'd his Forces to thoſe of 7w- 


renne ) was wounded in the Arm, 4 Two - 
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other Commanders. Afonfiewr Grammond 
was taken Priſoner ; but, honourably treated 
and ſent away with Preſents by the Dake of 
Baviria, together with Inſtructions about 
a Neutrality; who is exchangd for a German 
of equal Quality. The French have alfo 
loſt in this Batcle, above a Thouſand of the 
- Common Soldiers; ſo that their Victory colt 
them dear. 

The Dake of Engaien, notwithitanding 
his Wounds, marchts on the next Day with 
his Army to MNorlinghen, offering to that 
Town a Neutrality, and Liberty for the Gar- 
rifon to march out, which confifted of Three 
Hundred Bavarians, But, receiving a fierce 
Anſwer from the Governor, he caus'd the A 
proaches to be made in Order to-an Aflault, 
which was begun that very Night, and a 
Breach made in the Walls ; upan which, the 
Inhabitants were forc'd to intercede with the 
Dake, that there might be a Ceſſation of Vio- 
Tence till the next Morning, promiſing, that 
then the Soldiers ſhould ſurrender at Diſcre- 
tion ; which was done accordingly. 

There he tarried Eight Days, to refreſh 
his Army. Then he marched to Dankenſpule, 
which was defended by a Garriſon of. Five 


Hundred Bavarians. He took this Place-. 


by Storm, yet gave Quarter to the Soldiers, 
who laid down their Arms, and - yielded 
themſelves Priſoners. Leaving a Garriſon of 
Three Hundred French in the Town, he re- 
mov'd his Forces toward Heilbrun. But, 1n 
regard this Place was defended by Fifteen 

Hundred 
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Hundred Men, he forbore to affaulrt it, and 
only Quarter'd his Army in the Neighbour- 
ing Villages. | 

Since that Time, which was about the 
Middle of the laſt oor, there has been no 
conſiderable Aftion between the French and 
the Germans, Yet, thoſe who pretend to be 
vers'd in Military Aﬀairs, laugh at the ill 
Conduct of the Arch- Dake Leopold ; who, 
when he had the French ſhur up in a Narrow 
S$treight, through which it was impoſſible for 
them to paſs, but by fingle Files, neglected 
that Opportunity to cut them off ; deterring 
the Victory ( whereof he was too ſecure ) 
till the next Day, by Reaſon of rhe preſent 
Wearineſls of his Soldiers. In the mean 
Time Twrenne, with his whole Army, paſs d 
the Srreight in the Dead of the Night, and 
came to Philipsburgh. 

This Overſight of the General, 1s much 
talk'd of ; becauſe, had he purſu'd his Ad- 
vantage, he had not only entirely defeated 
the French, but, in all Probability, falling 
with the whole Force of the Empire on the 
Szedes, he had likewiſe vanquiſh'd thenz, 
and fo put an End to the War. Bn, it 
ſeems, as if the Inſcrutable Providence had 
determin'd to infatuate the Minds of the 
Germans, and reſerve thoſe Two Potent Na- 
tions, their Enernies, to be a farther Scourge. 
to the Empire.

[ Am weary of writing News of Battles and 
Sieges to the Grandees ; and, I know, thou 
feldom troubleſt thy ſelf with the Care of 
Foreign Tranſactions Beſides, I have no 
certain Intelligence of Momens to commu- 
nicate» But, I can acquaint thee with ſome- 
thing more agreeable to thy Studies and 
Gentith. 
Here is a Manin this City, who was not 
born Blind, but by ſome 111 Hap loſt the 
Uſe of his Eyes. Yet, Natwre ſeems to have 
recompensd that Misfortune, in the Sug oy 
_ firencſs of his - Fee/ing, Thou wouldft tay, 
he carried Eyes in his Fingers Ends ; fince he 
diſtinguiſhes thoſe Things by his' Towch, 
which are the only proper Obje&ts of Sight. 
Believe me, I think there can be no Deceit 
or Confederacy, whereby he might bing 0- 
Uers, 
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thers, inſtead of being ſo himſelf. I ſaw him 
muffled up with a Napkin which cover'd all 
his Face, when divers Pieces of Eaſtern Silks 
of various Colours, were laid on a Table be- 
fore him. He felt them atrentively, and told 
us the Colour of each Piece exactly. I, who 
was never over-credulous of extraordinary 
Pretences, ſuſpecting that either the Finenels 
of the Linen which veil'd his Face, might 
eive him ſome Glimpſe of the different Co-' 
lours; or, that ſome By-ſtander, - with ap- 
pointed Signs, might intorm him ; caus'd all 
the Company to withdraw, except a Learned 
Derviſe, who was intimate with me. We 
threw a thick Velver-Mantle over his Face, 
which reached down to his Navel, girding 
it about his Waſte, ſo as to leave his Arms at 
Liberty- Then I frocur'a ſinall Shreds of 
Silks, ſuch as I could conceal in the Palm of 
my Hand : Theſe I causgd him to touch 
with his Fingers, brought up as high as his 
Chin, ſo that 'twas impoſſible for kim to ſee 
them, had he had the Uſe of his Eyes: Yer, . 
he made not the leait Miſtake in Five ſeveral 
Colours. We chang d the Order of the 
Silks, and ſometimes gave him the ſame Piece 
Four or Five Ti pous wget] yet, as ſoon as 
he had felt it, he readily told us, 'T was 
ſame Colour. 

F-tell thee, O learned Hal, ſuch an 


both of Delight and Wonder. I concl 
from hence, That Natgre is no Nigga 
tier. Gifts, but ſupplies che Detelts £4 g 
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Sence, by the ſuperabundant Accuracy of a- 
' Nother. We ask'd this blind Perſon, by 
what Diſtinction he thus knew one Colour 
from another, without the Help of his Eyes- 
He was not able to expreſs the particular 
Manner of this diſcriminating Senſation ; bur, 
only told us in General, That he felt as much 
Difference between the Red Silk and Black, as 
. he had formerly done during the Enjoyment 

of his Eye-Sight, between the Si/zs of drm: 
and the fine Linen of Exrope : Which, thou 
knoweſt, are as different to the Touch, as 
fine Paper and Vellum. 

Thou that daily pryeſt into the Faculties 
of Humane Bodies, - art beſt able to judge, 
Whether this Man's Excellency, lay in the 
Tenuity and Fineneſs of his Skin, the Subtle- 
ty of his Spirits, or ſome unuſual powerfyl, 
yet delicate Energy of his Soul ; or, whether 
it conſiſted in all theſe together. 

The Derviſe who was-with me, ſeemed 
not much to admire at thisrare Quality of the 
Blind Man : Telling me moreover, That 
about Ten Years ago, in his Travels, he had 
ſeen a. Blind Statwary at Florence, who under- 
took to.make the Reſemblance of an mage, 
in the Chicf Tempſe of that City; which 
finiſh'd ſo much to the Life, that his Work 
cauld no otherwiſe be diſtinguiſh'd from the 
Original, than by the differences of the Mate- 
rials, that being Alabaſter, hz white Clay ; 
which he fo temper'd and molded with his 
Fingers, as he continually felt of the other, 
that no Lineament was left unexpreſs'd. 


Indeed, 
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Indeed, when I reflected on our tes in' 
the Serag/io, and the unaccountable Sagacit 
with which they apprehend thoſe Words 
which they never heard, I ceas'd ro be ſur- 
prizd at what I had ſeen the Blind Man per- 
form, or what the: Derviſe had ſaid of rhe: 
Statuary. I remember in Sultan Ammrath's 
Time, there was a Mute, in whom the 
Grand Signior took infmite Delight. For, 
Befides a Thouſand pretty Geſtures and 
Tricks, with which ſhe us'd to divert that 
Prince, he often made her his Secretary, em- 
ploying her in Writing Letters to his Baſſa's 
ear others, whilſt he dictated to her by 
Stzns. Although ſhe could never receive the 
Sound of Words, nor utter any that were 
articulate; Yet, I have ſeen her tranfcribe a 
whole Chapter in the Alcoran, containing a 
Hundred and Seventy Ver ficles, in as fine a 
Character, as the molt celebrated Scribes of 
the Empire; and, when ſhe had done, would 
- explain what ſhe had thus written, by Signs, 

which made it evident, that ſhe perfectly 
underſtood the Alcoray. | 

Theſe are rare Gifts, my Friend; yet, 
were all the Adntes educated, with as much 
Diligence and Care as was Saqueda (fo was 
ſhe call'd ) 'tis poſſible, they would attain to 
pow Perfection. I have been told, That

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+ This puts mein Mind of a Man, who was 
bred a Mahometan, but being taken Captive 
by the Frexch, embrac'd their Religion, not in 
his Heart, but only in outward Profeſſion. 
When I firſt came to Paris, I fell into his 
Company by Accident, and underſtanding 
that he was an African, I defired to ask him 
ſome Queſtions; but, he was Deaf, fo that

They know, that when they march 
againſt the »fidels, 'tis m Vindication of the 
Eternal Unity: And therefore, inſtead of 
endeavouring to ſhun, they court a Death fo 
glorious, as that which will immediately 
tranſport them to the Boſom of our Holy Pro- 
phet, and to the Inexpreſſible Delights of the 
Gardens of Eden. Where this Truth is firm- 
ly rooted, there is no Room for Fear to plant 
it ſelf.. But, the Caſe is otherwiſe with 
dels, who blaſpheme that pureſt Vndivided 
Eſſence. They aſlert and believe a Plurality 
of Gods, and therefore in Time of Danger, 
amongſt ſo many Deztses, they know nor 
whom to addreſs, or whom to confide in+ 
The Apprehenfion of Death, is terrible to 
them, whoſe Hope is only in this Life ; 
whoſe Conſciences are ſtained with a Thou- 
ſand Pollutions, and yet renounce the very 
Method of being Clean. Who not only err 
themſelves, but by their Evil Example and 
Influence, ( for I ſpeak of the Priaces and 
Great Ones ) draw Innumerable after them, 
totaſte of the Tree Zacon, which grows in the 
Miaddle of Hell. 

People ſpeak variouſly of the Dake of 
EvxguiensCondutt in the Battel of Aller/heims. 
His Creatures, extoll his Valour and Expe- 
rience with Hyperboles : Whilſt his Enemies, 
endeavour to leſſen his Reputation. Some 
ſay, he owes-his Revocaticn. to the Queen's 

D 2 Diſlike, 
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Dillike ; Others attribute it, to the extraordi- 
nary Concern ſhe has for his Health. Bur, 
fuch as would be eſteem'd the Wiſer Sort, 
fay, his Return is voluntary and ſought by 
*hnnſelf, ſcorning to hottthis Commſſton any 
longer at the Pleaſure of Cardinal Mazarin ; 
who, 'tis thought, firſt procured him this 
Employment, only to have him out of the 
Way, and take off his Application from the 
Domeſtick Afﬀairsof France. Theſe are the 
Diſcourſes of the People at preſent, who yet 
perhaps may change their Opinions before the 
_ Sun goes down. They will always be cen- 


ſuring and deſcanting on the Actions of their. 


Saperiors ; tew being willing to think their 
Tongues were given 'emi to lie Idle. It s 
but a Little Member, but often” does Great 
Miſchief by its Attiviry- Oneof the Ancients 
gave no good Character of it, when he call'd 
it a Demon. Yer, we are not bound to be- 
lieve all that the Philoſophers ſaid. e/E/op 
eave the moſt impartial Account of this 
Member, when he. ſaid, Twas the Beſt and 
the Worſt. Sometimes I fit falent many 
Hours together ; not for Want of Company ; 
( for, here's a Glut of that in this Populous 


City ) nor, becauſe I know not what tofay, 


for, I could ſpeak a great Deal more, than 'tis 

t for others co hear ) but, that I may ſtudy 

with leſs Interruption, how to ſerve my 

Great Mafter. For, much talking enervates 

the Judgment, and evaporates the Mind into 

Air- Beſides, by thns praCtiling Silence mn 
Private, I learn the Art of reſtraining m 
or 
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Words in Publick, when it is requiſite to 
promote the Ends at which I aim- . Tis not 
for a Man in my Station, to be open and 
talkative; but, to diſtinguiſh Perions and 
Seaſons ; to underſtand the due Stops and 
Advances of my Tongue ; ſometimes to ſay 
Much in a Little, at other T uncs to 1ay 
Little or Noting at all ; but, ever fo ro 
ſpeak, as not to lay my ſelf naked ro the 
Hearers; yet, to ſeem a very frank, open- 
hearted Man, in what I diſcourſe of. 

I would not have thee conclude from what 
I have ſaid, That ſahmat uſes any Reſerve 
to the Miniſters of the Divan, who are 
Hines of Science and Wiſdom, and can eafily 
diſcern the Heart through the molt artif- 
cial Veil of Words. But, it 1s abſolutely 
neceſſary tor me, to uſe Diſſimulation in this 
Court; ſeeming many Times Ignorant of 
what I yYeally know, that I may not be 
thought to know more than they would 
have me- I was never yet ſo indiſcreet, as to 
publiſh any Secret that was commirted to 
my Charge; whereby I have gained great.

This 4n;/ter has 
none of the Worſt Faces, and 2 proportionate 
Elegance in his Shape : Much addicted alſo 
ro the Love of Women ; yet, he manages his 
Intrigues. with that Caution and Privacy, as 
not ro expoſe the Honour of his Fanttion.

© bn. OU wilt laugh at the Hypocriſy and 
Folly of the Nazarenes, when thou 
ſhalt know the Articles agreed upon betweda 
the Elettor of Saxony, and Koning ſmark , one 
of the Suedi/h Generals, on the 27th. of the 
8th, mm. 

The Snedes had prevald on the Son of the 
Elettor, to intercede with his Father for a 
Trace; but, the Old Dxke would not heark- 
en to any Thing of that Nature, till Tor/tex- 
ſon gave Orders to the Sueaiſh Army in thoſe 
Parts, That-they ſhould oppreſs the..E/ettor's 
Subjects, by exaGting from them unreaſon- 
able Taxes and Contributions ; and, that 
they ſhould lay deſolate all rhe Countries 
about Dre/aev, if they refuſed to pay what 
'was demanded of them. Accordingly they 
took a Caſtle, which commanded a large 
Valley of Meadows and Corn-fields. The 
Sxedes burnt the Corn on: the Ground, led 
away the Peaſants Captives, and demoliſh'd 
many Towns and Villages; yet, not without 
ſome Loſs on their Side : For, the Saxons one 
Night ſtole upon them while they were 
ſecurely ſleeping, and flew an Hundred 
and Twenty, taking above Three Hundred 
Priſoners. Thoſe who were left in Poſſeſlion 
of the Caſtle, met with no better. Fortune ; 


being 
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being compell'd in a few Days, to ſurrender 
this their new Conqueſt, with Five Enfigns, 
and a Hundred _ Fifty Priſoners, which 
were all carried in Triumph to Dreſdey. 

One would have thought, That theſe Suc- 
ceſles ſhould have confirm'd the Eleftor in 
the Averſion he had already conceiv'd for a 
Treaty, that he would rather have purſu'd 
his good Fortune with Arms : Efpecially, 
when by entering into a private ſeparate Trea- 
ty with the Suedes, he muſt needs give a 
great Suſpicion to the Aſſembly of the Depr- 
ties, Bur, the Old Duke doated ; and, what 
' neither the repeated Solicitations of his Son, 
nor the continual Ravages - which General 
Koning ſmark made in his Territories, could 
procure from him, that he granted to the 
charming Addrefles of a Beautiful Lady. 

The Elettor's Son adhering much to the 
S$,ediſh Intereſt, and finding all other Means 
meffectualto oblige his new Friends; It was 
agreed upon between him and: Konine ſmark, 
That he ſhould at leaft perſwade his Father to 
a Truce of a tew Days: That during this Ceſ- 
ſation of Arms, the Son ſhould - invite his 
Father to a Banquet, where Koningſmark 
ſhould be preſent, with ſome of the Principal 
Szeacs in his Army» All this ſucceeded accord- 
ing to their Wiſhes. The good Old Man 
conſented to a Ceſſation of Arms, and to-give 
Koning {mark a Meeting at his Son's Banquer. 
The German Gallantry, and. indeed. that of 
all North- Earope, confiſts much in their Ex- 
cefſive Drinking : He is eſteem'd the moſt 

polite 
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lite Man, who can bear moſt Wine, with 
leaſt Alteration of his Temper. This they 
call Carouſing. The Son had provided Plenty 
of thoſe Wines, which grow on the Banks of 
the Rhine, eſteem'd rhe wholſomeſt and moſt 
delicious of all theſe Parts. Ir 1s not necef- 
fary to repeat particularly, their firſt Salutes 
and Addreſſes : Both Parties feem'd emulous 
to exceed in Civilities. Thiey fell to their 
Wine with Freedom and Mirth, after the 
Manner of the Country.

From ruminating on 
our Sex, he paſs'd to that of Women : And, 
remembring that in ſome former Battels be- 
tween the Szedes and Germans, ſeveral La- 
dies had diſguiſed themſelves in Armour, and 
followed General Torſtenſon to the Field, he 
concluded pretently.

Tis Thought, pur the Old Dxke into a 
- pleaſant Fir of Raillery, yet not withour ſome 
Mixture of Paſſion for. this lovely Heroize. 
There was ſomething ſo peculiarly graceful 
in all her Carriage and Addreſs, as charm®d 
the Elettor's Heart- The Women in thoſe 
Parts of Exrope, are not fo preciſe in their 
Converſation with Men, as in the Zaff. And, 
'ris a great Point of Education, {o to adjuſt 
the Punttihio's of their Deportment, as neither 
. toappear too open, nor too relerv'd. This 
was her M iece; for, ſhe ſo equally divi- 
ded the Parts ſhe was to att, both of a Maid 
and a Soldier, that neither entrenched on the 
other, but ſhe acquitted her ſelf with exqui- 
fite Honour and Gallantry, 

The next Day after the Banquet, the Son 
renewed his Mediation for a Treaty; but the 
Elettor ſeemed cold.

* That the E/efor ſhould again enjoy his 
* Revenues, except thoſe which were drawn 


* from Leip/ick> That be ſhould pay the 


uedes 
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« Szedes Eleven Thouſand Rix-D6llars a- 
«* Month, and a cettain Quantity of Corn. 

© That the Elettor ſhould do Nothing, 
* which might hinder the Siege of Aagge- 
* bargh. | 


Theſe Articles, at firſt Sight appeared to be 
equally favourable to the Saxons, as to the 
Szedes. But, .in Reality, they ſerved onely 
as an Umbrage to deeper Detigns, which the 
Swedes had in Agitation. For, this was the 
Firſt Step to draiv the Saxon oF from the Em- 
peror's Party; and Torftenſon was now {e- 


cure, that whilt the Szedes ruſhed” farther 


into Germany, the Saxons would not moleltk 
them behind. 

For my Part, I neither underſtand the Po- 
licy nor the Integrity of the Elettor, in fign- 
ng theſe Articles ; nor, how he can recon- 
cile the Firſt of them, with any of the Reſt : 
To give Safe Condutt, and kind Enterrain- 
ment to the Enemies of his Sovereign : To be 
oblized not to lend him. any more Aſliſtance, 
than his Enemies ſhall allow, nor ſufter him 
to raiſe Forces at his own Charges: To be chea- 
ted of his own Revenues, and tamely yield to 
. pay a Monthly Tribute beſides : To be tyed up 
from ſuccouring one of the Principal Towns 
in his Prixcipality, at that Time beſieged by 
the Swedes; this is a new Method of keeping 
due Faith to Sovereigns, or of obſerving 
common Prudence for ones felt. But, Wo- 
men and Wine cauſe a 'Wiſe Man to ſtumble, 


as the Arabians ſay, And this Old Prince, 
is 
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is bleſſed in a hopeful Son, who 1s not aſha- 
med to turn Pimp, that ſo he may betray his 
Father to his Mortal Enemies. Bur, let the 
Chriſtians proceed in their Falſhood and 
Treachery, one againſt another, while every 
good Auſſulman, profſtrates himſelf Five 
Times a-Day ; and prays in his Integrity, 
for. the Conſurnmation of that Time, wherem 


God has determin'd to Put a Period to the , 


Monarchies of theſe Infidels, and to: reduce 
_ to the Faith and Obedience of his He/y 
aw. 

I wiſh ſome of my Friends, would ſend me 
ſome Relation of what paſles in the Eaſt : I 
have heard Nothing of Moment out of 45a, 
theſe many 4Z£90ns. I could almoſt think my 
ſelf ban:ſh'd from the Eternal Providence, 
while I reſide among theſe Vncircumciſed. 

Think ſometimes on Mdahmst; and, if thou 
canſt not relieve his Melancholy, at leaſt pity 
him, whom all the Honours and Pleaſures of 
theſe Weſtern Parts, would not be able to ex- 
hilarate, ſo long as he apprehends himſelf 
forgotten by his Friends at Conſtantinople.

Such alſo the Refreſhment I find in 
thinking on thee, whoſe Soul is a Manſion of 
Tranquillity , an Umbrella of Temperance 
and all Vertue. Thither I retreat for Reſpi- 
ration, from the Fatigues of Worldly Bufſi- 
"neſs. Pardon the bold Acceſs of an humble 
Slave , who cannot be ſo happy, as to viſit 
thee any otherwiſe than by Letters, yet would 
be miſerable in the Want of this Privilege. 
Ever fince I had the Honour to kiſs the 
Duſt of thy Feet wm that Sacred Retirement, 
I was fill'd with Love and Admiration of thy 
Sanftity. Thrice happy are the Neighbour- 
ing 'Shepherds, whoſe Flocks feed under thy 
auſpicious Protection- No fierce Lions, nor 


ravenous Tygers, dare violate that SanCtuary 3 
or, 
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or, hunt for Prey within thoſe Meadows, 
conſecrated by thy Preſence. That Rich and 
Flow'ry Vale, was firſt ſecured, with an E- 
ternal Immunity from Spoil and Rapine, by 
the Bleſſing of our Holy Prophet. Now that 
Blefſing ſeems to be redoubled by thy Prayers 
and Abſtinences, who inherite(t his Spirit as 
well as his Abode. *Twas in that Holy Cave, 
the Meſſenger of God faſted for the Space of 
Three Moons : Thy whole Life there, is one 
continued Abſtinence.

When 
Gabriel ſaw his Humility, he pronounced a 
Bleſſing on the Place; That whoſoever ſhould 
dwell in that Cave, ſhould be Meek as A- 
braham, Chaſt as Joſeph, and Temperate as 
Iſmael. Thou haſt experienc'd the Effect of 
his Benedition. | 

There is another Happineſs alſo attends thy 
Retirement : Thou liveſt free from Cares 
and Anxieties : Thou committeft the Pub- 
lick Good to the Condutt of thy Sovereign, 
and thy Private Welfare, to the Protecti- 
on 'of Providence ; neither diſquieted for 
the one, .nor ſollicitous for the other.

The D#ke of Orleans had the Command of 
the Army in Flanders, where he took the 
Forts of Vanareval, Bourburgh, Link, Drin- 
ghen, Bethune, St. Venant, Gmiſca, Leng, 
Alardike, Lillers, Mening and Armentiers 

Theſe Places were won by ſeveral Parties, 
under the Commands of the Mareſchals de 
Gaſtion, de Rantzan, and the Duke of Gnize; 
who all a&ted in ſeparate Bodies, under the | 
Dake of Orleans. 

Nor was the Count d' Harcourt idle in Ca- 
talonia, where he ſucceeded in the Charge of 
the Mareſchal de la Mothe. The firſt Effort 
of his Arms, was the retaking of Agramont, 
which the Spaniards had ſeizd; a ftrong 
City, and which kept a large Part of Caraloma 
1n Subjection. 

. From hence he marched toward Roſes, one 
_ of the moſt Important Places for Strength, 

. under the Spaniſh King's Dominions, and an 
: ver

vern'd by an experienced Soldier, who fail'd 
not to defend the Place to the laſt Extremes ; 
but, after a Siege of Two Afoons, was com- 
pelPd to yield tor Want of Proviſions. 

Afeer this, the French General cut off Seven 
Hundred Spaxiaras,who were poſted to hinder 
his Paſſage over a River. The next Day, the : 
whole Armies meeting in the Plains of Liorens, 
there was a furious Encounter ; mm which, 
the Spaniaras loſt Ten Regiments of Horſe on 
the Spot ; the Reſt threw down their Arms 
and yielded. The AAarqueſs of Mortare, 
one of the Spaniſh Generals, was taken Cap- 
tive ; with other Perſons of Note; among 
which, was the Standard-Bearer of Spain. 

Yet, this was but the Engagement of One 
Wing : For, when the Other enter'd the 
Combat, the Slaughter was dreadful. Of the 
Spaniards werellain, Six Thouſand Horſe, and 
Sixteen Hundred Foot. And Three and Twen- 
ry Hundred of them were made Priſoners. 
The French loſt not above Three Hundred 
in all, and had but a few wounded. 

This Battel has brought infinite Glory to 
the Count a Harcourt. After which, there 
happen'd Nothing remarkable in Catalonia, 
fave the taking of Balazmer, which is like to 
end this Years Campagne on that Side. | 

Prince Thomas of Savoy commanded in 
Hah, but had no great Number of French 
in his Army, the ſain Body being drawn 
off to ſerve in Catalonia. Yet, vexed to ſee 
the Succeſs of the Spaniards, who had poſ- 
{elsd themſelves of a Strong Caſtle, and 
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t the Field in a Brawado, as if he were not 
able to face them ; he raiſed ſome Recruits, 
and enter'd the Milanez, where he took the 
City and Caſtle of Yigevane. After this, de- 
ſigning to return into Piemort, he found all the 
Paſſages block'd up by the Spariards, who 
had a far greater Army than his. Yet, at- 
ſuming Courage, he attempted to paſs the 
River Aoxra; and, the Enemy preſenting 
themſclves to oppoſe his Deſign , he gave 
them Battel, and killed Five Hundred and 
Threeſcore of them ; among which were 
Nine Officers of<Principal Command and 
Quality : On his Side, were loſt Two Hun- 
_. dred Common Soldiers, and Twelve Ofhcers ; 
among which, was his Brother, Prince /A1az- 
rice of Savoy, Theſe are the Chief Actions 
on that Side. As for .Portzgal, there has 
happened Nothing in that Kingdom, worthy 
of Remark. 

1 have in this Letter, Sage Governour of 
the Trperial City, obſerv'd the Merhod thou 
enjoined ſt me. I have acquainted thee, with 
whatſoever has Occurred in the preſent Wars 
of France and Spain during this Year. 

'Tis diſcourſed here, That the Yenerians will 
lay Siege to Carnea next Sprize, in Hopes to 
recover that Important Place, trom the Arms + 
of the Victorious Ottomans, 

The Nxke-of Orleans will be on his March 
to Flanders, toward the latter End of the next 
oop, reſolving to make an early Campagne ; 
being alarm'd with the late Loſs of 4Yar- 
dyke, which the Spaniards took by Surprize, 
- wit 
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without much Bloodſhed ; having not the 
fourthPart of a hundred 'men kill'd on theirSide. 
Whereas, when the French took it from them, 
it coſt five Thouſand Lives of the beſt Soul- 
diers the King of France had in his Army.

Will not make Tryal of the Virtue of Friend- 
ſhip at this Time, in the Way that Ph1/o/- 
phers propoſe to be uſed between. ſuch as own 
that Title. I will not complain of the Do- 
lors I undergo, that ſo by making thy Com- 

paſſion ſhare them with me, I may eaſe m 
ſelf of a Part. It appears to me a puſillant- 
mous, if not an unjuſt Action, for a Man to 
transfer his Sufferings, by diſcovering 'em to 
his Friend, and defignedly throw that upon 
another, which is ſcarce tolerable to himſelf 
I am ſick; and, Cuſtom has rendred this, 
almoſt as Natural to me as Health. My Con- 
ſtitution, is not Proof againſt the envenom'd 
Arrows, that are ſhot from the Stars, Nor 
am I Conſtellated, to refſt the Secret Conta-

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gions that lurk in the Elements. The Her- 
bage of the Field languiſhes, when poyfon'd 
with Invifible Aromes from above; and, all 
the Leaves of the Foreſt wither, when touch'd 
with the baneful Emiſſions of certain /Aereors, 
or ſcorch'd with the winged Exhalations of 
the Night. So our Bodies receive a Thouſand 
Imprettions from Things without us, and nor 
a few Maladies from our ſelves. The very 
Channel of Life, proves many Times the 
Vehicle of Death; while our Lungs fuck in 
unwholſome Airs, and our. very Breath be- 
comes our Bane.

guiſh 'em- They ſcem to be Inmates to each 
other, and blended rogether in their Roots. 
Sure Iam, they are fo twiſted and interwoven 
in my Conſtirution, That I never felt One 
without the Orher. Every Man may experi- 
ence, That his ſtrongeſt Deſires, are com- 
pounded of theſe Two Patſions; and, the 
very Moment- of Fruition it felt, cannot ſe- 
parate 'em. The Minute of Enjoyment, is 
but conſecrated to his Loſs, while the Height 
of his Joy 1s the Riſe of his Grief, fince the 
ſmalleſt Particle of Time, cannot diftin- 
guiſh the Lite and Death of his Pleaſure. 

Do but reverſe this Contemplatzon, and 


apply it to my Sickneſs, and thou wilt find 


no Riddle in my Words, when I aflure thee, 
That as the Torment of my Fever advances, 
ſo does my Eaſe. Pleafure and Pain, fit and 
ſhake Hands in my Heart, embrace and e- 
qually divide its S1fole and Diaſtole berween 
em. 

Yet I muſt needs own, I am indebted, for 
this Allay of my Dolors, to the Preſence of my 
Mind ; which 1 fuffer not to be torn from ir 
ſelf, or carried away by the violent Motion 
of my agitated Spiritss Were it not for this, 
a Fever would prove a ' Hell upon Earth, and 
every Pulſe a Tormenting Frxry. My very 
Drmk ( which 1s all my Subfiſtence now ) 
would appear but the loarnſome Diſtillation 
of that Tree, - whoſe UVapalatable and Scal- 
aing Gum, is appointed for a Beverage to the 
Damned. The fofteft Entertainment of my 

E 4 Bed 
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Bed while awake, would but be a Tranſlation 
of the Tortures of [xion and Syſephas ; and, 
the' flattering Intervals of Sleep, would but 
renew the Suffcrings of Tantalns, Whereas 
now, whether aſleep or awake, my Mind 
keeping aloft in her proper Sphere, buſied in 
the Contemplation and Enpyment of her 
felf and Superior Obje&ts, partakes not in the 
Fever of my Body ; but, as if on the cool Top 
of ſome hg Mountain, ſurveys all the Val- 
leys beneath, without being ſenſible of their 
raging Heats. 

I owe this Tranquility, in the Midſt of Bo- 
dily Perturbations, to the Examples of An- 
cient Philoſophers, which, thou knoweſt, have

Surely, great is the Efficacy of Contem- 
plation, hinted at in the Arabian Provers, 
which ſays, He that can ſee his own Eyes with-

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out a Glaſs, ſhall be able to move the Bulls 
Horns, Which Myſterious Expreſſion, is 
thus interpreted by the Learned Avicen. A 
Prophet or Spiritual Man, who always con- 
verles within, ſhall have power to ſhake the 
Forndations of the Earth. Which,rhou know- 
eſt, reits on the Horns of a Ball, according to 
the Dottrine of our Holy Lawgtiver. 

I need fay no more to convince thee, That 
Tam in a Fever. My thus ex _— and 
running from one Thing to another ( when L 
thought to have ſaid all in a few Words) will 
fatishe thee what Temper I am in. Yet, recol- 
letting my ſelf with Comfort, That I know 
my Diſtemper, I will crave Leave to tell 
thee a ſhort Story, of a Man who was fick 
for many Years, and yet the ablelt Phyſicians 
in Parz:, could not d ſcern his 14alaay. 

This Perſon, was an Officer of the City ;. 
whoſe Buſineſs 'twas, to arreſt Men that were: 
in Debt. He was obſerv'd; to be the fubrlett 
of all his Brethren, and.the mo{t dextrous at 
plotting another. Man's Ruine, This aug- 
mented his:Eſtate, and he grew. extremely 
rich. But, in the One and Fortieth Year of. 
his Age, he was ſeizd with an unknown Ma- 
lady, a Diſtemper to which the moſt skilfal 
were Strangers He languiſh'd Five Years in 
a Condition, which moy'd all Men to Pity. 
Twill be tedious to recount the Symptoms of 
his Illneſs. Art length, he died ; __ ACCOr-. 
ding to his own Will, was diflected. The Phyf- 
c:ans found all Parts of his Body decay'd and: 
waſted; but, when they came to his Head,, 

Es5 they 
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they were above Meaſure altoniſh'd, to ſee 
a Neſt of Serpents inſtead of Brains. This 
was concluded by, all to be the Source of his 
Diftemper ; and, People deſcant variouſly on 
it. Some ſay, 'twas a Fzdagment of God infli- 
Cted on him, for his cruel Subtlety, in tre- 
panning Men out of their Liberties by a Thou- 
fand Wiles. Others are of Opinion, That it 
ta Natiral Product ; it being uſual in ſome 
Conſtitutions, for this Sort of Creature to be 
bred out of their Vitals.

Neither. has their Religion any 
more Influence on their: Patttons, than the 
Fables of the Ancient Poets. In Publick and 
Private, all Things are govern'd by Intereft, 
Thus, while every Man and every tate, are 
onely byaſs?d by the narrow Principles of Self- 
preſervation; they abandon the General 
Good of Chriſtendom, and expoſe it as-a Prey 
to the next daring Invader. 

There is no Reaſon, . that we ſhou'd grieve 
at this Folly of the Nazarenes. *Tis from 


their Impiety and Vices, the Vertue and Wit-: 


dom of the Victorious Afuſſulmans receives 
the greater Luſtre; who are created to dif- 
plant theſe Vrcircamciſed, and inſtruct the 
Nations which they pofle{s'd, in the Faith 
free from Blemiſh. 

Yet, Since the Depredations which the- 
Saedes have made in Germany and Denmark , 
the neighbouring Crowns and States, not- 
withſtanding their Inſincerity, have ſeemingly 
mterpoſed their Endeavours, to prevent the 
worlt Effects of a War, ſo deſtructive to the- 
Common Intereſt of Chriſtenaom. Deputies 
were ſent from all Parts, to Munſter and O/- 
»aburgh, with Inſtruftions from their reſpe- 
tive Sovereigns, They have ſquander®d a- 
way much Time in vain Overtures of Peace ; 
whilſt the Swedes daily get Ground on one 
Side. of the Empire, and the French are not 
Linſucceſsful on the other. _ 
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The Enemies of Fraxce, ſenſible that 
they cannot reduce this Crows by open Force, 
have Recourſe to Artitice. They endeavour 

ſ © to corrupt her Allies, and in{inuate into the 
Minds of the United States of the Low Conn- 
tries, all thoſe Appreheniions, which may 
ſerve to improve the ſealouſie they had alcea- 
| dy conceived of the French Neighbourhood. 
| Suggelting, That the Spaniſh Netherlands are 
the onely Bar, which ſtops the Armies of 
France from overrunning Holland, and the 
| reſt of the United Provinces. In fine, they 

have prevail'd on them to enter into a Sepa- 

rate Alliance, and not to treat in Conjunttion 
« - With theother ſniſters at Munſter. 

On the other Side, The French by their 
Agents in Holland, endeavour to unmask the 
Artitice of the: Spaniards ; repreſenting, That 
that they have no other Deſign mi theſe Inft- 

| nuations, but-ro breed an Ill Underſtanding 
| between this Crows and the United Province: ; 
thac ſo, by their ill Offices, in Time Things 

may come to a Rupture, and the Srates be 
depriv'd of the Friendſhip and ProteGtion of 
France, which alone is able to ſupport that 
Commonwealth, againſt the Pretenfions of 

their old Enemies, the Spaniards. All Exrope 

( 1s altoniſh'd to ſee, that notwithſtanding the 
utmoſt Condeſcenſions of the French Court 

to conſerve Pezce, yet the States led by their 

11 Deſtiny, ſhou'd embrace the Propoſals of 

Spain. This makesa great Impreſhon on all 

the Miniſters aflembld at Aunſter and Oſn4- 

6urgh, who now conclude, That the oh 
aras 
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ards onely ſeek Occaſions to poems the 
War in Exrope ; that. whilſt the Pri nces of ' 
the Empire are engag'd in a Defence of their * 
Territories, andthe» Swedes and French are | 
buſtd in purſuing their Conqueſts, they may 
pick a Quarrel with their New Friends, whom 
they have depriv'd-of a more powerful Pro- 
tection, and reeſtabliſh themſelves in the Re- 
volted Provinces. 

The Deputies have had ſeveral Conferences 
about this Important Afﬀair ; and, the Reſult 
of their Counſels is, to fſollicit the French 
Coxrt, to uſe its utmoſt Power, to prevent the 
11 Conſequences which this Separate Treaty 
will bring along with it. 

*Tis diſcoursd here, That Afonftexur de 
[a Twillerie, will be recall'd from the Conrt 
of Sxedeland; being efteem'd the fitteſt 
Man, to diſſwade the Hollanders from this 
New Altance; He having been already em- 
ploy'd in ſeveral Negotiations with the States, 
and is well vers'd in the Methods of treating 
with that Nation. 

This ſome judge to be the Reaſon, of the 
Sieur Channt's being ſent to Suedeland, that 
he may reſide at Stockholm, and continue 
to act there in the Abſence- of /a Twil- 
lerie. | 

So nice and delicate is this Afﬀair, that | 
all Farce cannot afford another Man duely 
qualify'd, to manage it with any Probability 
of Succeſs: If he ſhew not more Candour 
in this Negotiation, than he did when he 


was ſent to mediate a Peace between _ 
an 
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land and Denmark, he will receive but ſlender 
Thanks at his Rerurn. But, if he ſucceeds, 
#} 'tis ſaid, That Cardinal Mazarini has de- 
j| clared, he will merit to be inſtalFd in the 
| Order of the Holy Spirit. I have formerly 
ſpoken of this in one of my Letters, as the 
moſt Eminent Order of Kymnizhthood in 
France. 

I wiſh the Chriſtians may ever find Dif- 
ficulties, to obſtruct the Meaſures they take 
to eſtabliſh an Univerſal Peace; and may 
continue to amuſe and vex one another, till

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»al Mazarmsi, pretending to ſpeak by Is 
ſpiration : He. told him, That 'twas-in vain 
to truſt to their Winged Caſtles. ( fo he ca!l'd 
the Ships) the Multirude of their Armies, or 
in the Treaſures of their Money ; for, a De- 
cree was fign'd in Heaven, againit all the Na- 
tions in Exrope ; That the War was begun 
Above, between the Potentates who have the 
Caſtody of Kingdoms and Empires!; That they 
ſhould ſoon ſee the - Banner of the Eternal, 
diſplay'd- in the Firmament ; That the Stars 
ſhould fightin their Courſes, againſt the 
Wicked Profeſſors of Chriſtianity ; That the 
1ſmaelites ſhould come ont of their Holes, 
and ſhould flow down like a Torrent from 
the Mountains of the Ex/t, over-running all 
Chriſtendom. In fine, That Germany, France, 
Ttaly and Spain, ſhould be laid Deſolate, their 
beautiful Cities ſack'd, and the Inhabitants 
kd into Captivity ; That the Pope, with all 
his ' Prieſts, ſhould be exterminated ; and, 
that all Nations ſhould embrace One Law. 
They put him in Priſon, but he was found 
walking next Day in the Streets: The Keeper 
chain'd him in Irons ; but, in the Morning 
he was ſtanding at the Gate of rhe Priſon, 
preaching to the People. Some ſay, he is a 
Chymiſt, arid has found out the after Se- 
cret : Others fay, he is a Prophet : But, moſt 
judge him to be a Magiciay, He ſeems now 
to have loſt his Vigor, not being able to re- 
teaſe himſelf. from the Chains, which faſten 
him to the Ground where he lies.

Thou haft already heard, that Monfienr /4 
Tuillerie, Ambaſſador from this Crown to 
Queen Chriſtina, was thought the only pro- 
per Inſtrument, to difſwade the Vnited States 
of the Low Ceomntries, from entring into a 
Separate Treaty with Spain ; and that there- 
fore © Monſieur Chanut, was ſent to reſide 
in his Abſence at Stockholm, to obſerve what 
paſſes, and to continue the Alliance berween 
the Two Crowns. 

This Miniſter arrived in Suedeland, the 
15th. Day of the Moon of December in the 
laſt Year ; where Aonfrenr la Twillerie, had 
prepared all Things ready for a ſpeedy Diſ- 
m_ of his Negotiation ; having the Day 

efore his Arrival, made known to that Corr, 
the Pleaſure of the King of Fraxce and the 
Rreen- Regent ; whole Letters were receiv'd 
by Queen Chriſtina, with all the Marks of 
Royal AﬀeRion ; ſhe telling the Ambaſſager, 
Thar ſhe infinitely honoured the Perſons of 
the King and the Lucen-Regent; and, _ 
8 
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ſhe would give them ſuch Proofs of the Inte- 
grity of her Friendſhip, as would demonſtrate, 
That ſhe was ſenſible of her Obligations to 
them, for what they had contributed to the 
good Succeſs of her Aﬀairs: And, that- there 
was nothing more dear to her, nor more fixed 
in her Reſolution, than to conſerve inviola- 
bly , the Ze1gwe that was between them. 
She farther tolc! the Ambaſſadors, That it was 
with no ordinary Complacency ſhe now 
beheld Two Afaiſfters of Franee in her 
*Coxrt, after ſhe had been without any for a 
long time. In fine, ſhe aſſured them, That 
whatſoever could be ſpar'd from the neceflary 
Defence and Service of the Kingdom, whe- 
ther Ships, Arms or Men, ſhould not be 
wanting to the Aid of the King of France. 
By this thou maiſt perceive, that though 
the King of France has powerful Armies by 


Land, yet he is defective in Naval Forces :- 


Or, if he has Ships enough to defend his own 
Realms by Sea, and to ſerve as Convoys to 
his Merchants, it muſt be concluded, that 
ſome_Foreign Expedition 15 deſign'd, which 
has put him upon this extraordinary Method 
to encreaſe his Fleet. 

I thought it highly neceſſary to acquaint 
thee with this Paſſage, that the /finiſters of 
the Port, Auguſt and ever Happy, may con- 
ſult what Meaſures to take with this Prince, 
if it be true, that he deſigns to break the 
League, which he made with S»ltay Ibrahim 
Foyr Years ago. There is but lictle Cont- 
dence to be repoſed, in the moſt Solemn Ouths 
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of Chriſtian Afonarchs, who hold not them- - 
ſelves obliged, to keep Faith with thoſe whom 
they eſteem Uafidels ; and, thou knowelt, 
that is the beſt Title they can afford the 04- 
ſervers, of the moft perfett Law in the World. 
Yet, the French, among all the Nations of 
the 2//ias, ſeem to bear the greatelt Re- 
{pe& to- the Otroman Empire. But they are 
inconſtant, and changeable,-which is an Argu- 
ment of Infincerity. They are very prompt 
and warm in contracting Friendſhips, and as 
ready to infringe thoſe Sacred Bonds, on the 
leaft Occaſion, eſpecially where Intereſt and 
Ambition have the Aſcendant. 

The Venetian Reſident at this Court, makes 
daily Viſits to the Queen-Regent, and has 
frequent Conferences with Cardinal Maza- 
rim. Many Conriers paſs between Aunſter, 
Stockholm, and this City. Yeſterday one ar- 
rived from the Venetian Ambaſſador at Ann- 
ſfter, giving an Account, That the Secretary 
of that Embaſſy, whom he had tent to -Queen 
Chriſtina, was return'd with the Promiſe of 
Eight Ships of War, lent by that Queen to 
the Repwblich, to afſiſt them againſt the All- 
conquering uſſulmans. 

It ſeems . as if Sueden were become the 
Common Arſenal of Exrope, from which 
the other Kingdoms are ſupply'd with all the 
Inſtruments of War. But, what is moſt ob- 
ſervable, is, That the YVenetians obtain'd not this 
Favour, without the Mediation of the French 
Miniſter at Stockholm. By which it ſeems 


evident, That this Court has newly entered 
into

And, that they Def12n to ſurprize the Orto- 
mans, with ſome ſudden Enterprize by

T ſhall not let a Moment eſcape, which 
may preſent me with the leaſt Opportunity, 
to diſcover what is in the Hearts of theſe 
Infidels.

£ HE preſent War of Cazay, is like to 
render that land as much the Subject 
of the Worlds Diſcourſe, as it was formerly 
famous, for being the Cradie of Fupiter, 
In thoſe Days, it was called Crete ; much 
celebrated in the Writings of the Greek Poets. 
Afecrwards, it became a Province of the Ro- 
many Empire; then of the Grecians ; next, it 
ſubmitred to the Saracens. Bur, inthe Time 
of the Chriſtian Expeditions gn Paleſtine. 
when Baldwin. Earl oft Flanders, was Crown d | 
Emperonr of Conſtantinople, this Iſland came 
into his Poſſeffion : Which he gave to a cer- 
tain valiant Commander in his Army, a Man 
. Ofa Noble Deſcent ; of whom, the Yenetians 
purchaſed it; and, in their Hands, it has 
continued ever fincee But now, in all Pro- 
bability, 
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bability, it will be the Prize of thoſe Arms, 
which Nothing Sublunary can refift. 

The Poſts from 1raly and the Sea-Coaſts of 
this Kingdom, confirm each other's News; all 
agreeing, That notwithſtanding the Utmoſt 
Efforts of the Venetians and Candiots, to hin- 
der the Relief of Canea; yet, our Gereral 
is got into that Haven, with vaſt Quantities 
of Proviſions, and a ſufficient Reinforcement 
of Men. They add, That Forty Thoutand 
of our Soldiers have made a Deſcent in a- 
nother Part of the Iſland, have gain'd the 
Forts of Ciſternes, Co/mi, and Bicorno, and 
were on their March toward $44, with a 
Defign to befiege that Place. They accuſe 
our General of barbarous Cruelty, in that 
he cauſed Five of the Principal Nob/emen of 
that Kingdom, to be put to Death ; be- 
cauſe they refuſed to betray their Country, 
or enter into the Intereſts of the Grand Si- 
gniore 
I muſt confeſs, Magnificent Aga, That 
whatever may be faid in Commendation of 
this Gezeral's Policy , and Fidelity to his 
Maſter ; It is no Argument of the Goodneſs 
of his Diipoſition. I rather admire the Temper 
of the Dake of Orleans, when who Graveling 
was ſ{urrender'd to him, juſt as he enter'd the 
Town, was heard to ſay theſe Words: Let 
us endeavour by Generous Attions, to win the 
Hearts of all Men; ſo may we hope for a daily 
Victory. Let the French learn from me, this 
new Way of Conqueſt, to ſubdue Men by 
Aercy and Clemency. 

F 3 Theſe 
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Theſe are Heroick Sentiments, and agree 
well with the Charatter of this P-izce, who 
1s faid, Never to have been the Author of any 
Man's Death, nor to have revenged himſelf 
of any 'njury :. Yet, a valiant Soldier, an ex- 
pert Commander, and no bad Politician. 

It 15 not hid from the Court, with what a 
matchleſs Verrue he dilmiſs'd a Gentleman, 
that was hired to murder him. This 4{ 
faſfſin, was uttered to paſs into the Dake's 
Bed-cnamber one Morning early, precending 
Buſineſs of great Moment from the Queen. 
As ſoon as the Dake caſt his Eyes on him, 
he ſpoke thus; [ know thy Bus neſs, Friend ; 
thou ait ſent to. take away my Life : What 
Hurt have I done thee ? It is how in my Power 
with a Word, to have thee cut in Pieces befire 
my Face: But, I pardon thee; go thy Way, 
and ſee my Face no more, 

Tae Gentleman ſtung with his own Guilt, 
and aitoniſh'd at the excellenc Nature of 
this Prince, fell on his Knees, confeſs'd his 
Deſign, and who employ'd him : And, ha- 
ving. promis'd eternal Gratitude for this Roy- 
al Zavour, departed without any other No- 
tice taken of him ; and, fearing to tarry in 
France, entred himſcif into the Service of 
the Spani/h King It was his Fortune after- 
wards, to encounter the D»ke of Orleans, 11 
a Battle in Flinders, Fhne Dike, at that, In- 
flant, was opprefſ:-d with a Crowd of Ger- 
ans Who ſircounded him ; and, m rhe Con- 
Aift, he loſt his Sword. Which this Gen- 
tleman perceiving, nimbly ftepp'd to him,

S$;gntor, mailt find an Opportunity to relate 
this Story to him, which may make no- un- 
profitable Impreffion on his Mind. Princes 
ever ſtand in Need of faithful Monitors.

New Arſenals are built, in 
ſeveral Maritime Towns; and, all the Fo- 
reſts are cut down, to fill them with Timber 
for Ships of War: The Mountains are left na- 
ked of Trees, and the ſtately Woods are tran(- 

lanted into the Havens. An Infinite Num- 

er of Men, are employ'd in making Cordage, 
Chains, Bullets, Anchors, Ordnance, and all 
other Neceſlaries belonging to a Navy. 

This is Cardinal! Mazarini's Project, under 
Pretence of ſetting the Poor of the Kingdom 
at Work, and disburthening the Common- 
wealth of Vagabonds and Idle Perſons. Bur, 
AMabmut is not placed here, to be amus'd 
with State-Umbrages. Ir is evident, that this 
_ deſigns to render his after for- 
migdable on both Elements: Agents are ſent 

ro 
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to buy Ships in all Parts; and, the very Pea- 
ſants are forced from the Vineyards and 
Ficlds, to Man the greateſt Flect that ever 
this Kingdom fitted out to Sea. 

Laſt £0» the Sieur de ©reſ7ze, was ſent 
toafliſt onſrear Chanxt, in purchaling Vel. 
ſels in Szedeland. Tt ſeems, there had been 
ſome Demurrs in his Negotiation; to remove 
which, this latter was ſent with freſh Inftru- 
Etions.

Houſe were hung with the Skins of Tygers, 
Panthers and Lions, the Trophies of his Inde- 
fatigable Diligence, Skill and Courage, mn 
Purſuic of. Wild Beaſts. In a Word, the 
ſaid, he was the moſt ſucceſsful Hunter in all 
Arabia. Tt thou inheriteit his »clinations as 
well as his Blood, ( for, they commonly go 
together ) thou haſt had a fair Time, to 


' range the Foreſts, and purge the Deſart of 


thoſe Ravenous Creatures- Were it not for 
the Enmity of the Gnats, the Eaſt would be 
over-run with theſe Savages They fay, this 
little deſpicable 7:ſef#, deſtroys more Lions, 
than all the Huntſmen in Aſia. For, ſwarm- 
ing about then, in the Heat of Summer, they 
chiefly faſten on their Eye-Lids ; which they 
ſting ſo. vehemently, that the Lions think- 
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ing to eaſe themſelves by ſcratching, often 
tear their own Eyes out, and fo are fa- 
miſh'd. 

To underſtand well the different Natures of 
Beaſts, is a Study fit for Kings. - Twas the 
Glory of Solomon, tobe accuratein this Know-, 
ledge: And, Alexander the Great, had ſuch ) 
an Eſteem for it, that he beſtowed on Arifo. 
tle the Philoſopher, Eight Hundred Talents, 
only for writing a Treatiſe of Animals. Our 
Holy Prophet was eminent above all other 
Mortals, for his Familiarity with the Brutal 
Generations ; underſtanding their Qualities 
and Language, and ofcen diſcourfing with 
them. When he lived in the Deſart, a Lib. 
bard continually waited at the Door of his 
Cave, and did all the Offices of a kind and 
faithful Servant. Such Grace 1s given but to 
a few. 

But, I forget my own Opportunity, of 
venting my Afﬀection to my Country and my 
Friends. I forget, that] am writing to one, 
who is newly come from Arabia Would 
to God I could ſee thee, were it but for an 
Hour : I have a Thouſand Queſtions to ask 
about my Re/ations; and what Changes have 
happened, fince I was there. 

But, I mutt facrifice theſe Natural Fond- 
neſſes, to the Will of Deſtizy. I ama 
double Exile: And, fince it is for the Service 
of the Grand Sienior, T am reſign.

TH E taking of Retimo in Canay, has fill'd 
* the Nazarenes, with Appreheniions of 
greater Calamities. 

The Firſt fortunate Strokes in a War, make 
my Impreſſions on the Enemy ; the Vulgar 
looking on them, as the Index of their tu- 
ture Deftiny.: But, repeated Succeſſes, chill 
their Vitals, bereave 'em of Courage and 
Hope, leaving 'em Nothing but Ominous 
Portents, and Superſtitious Prefages of their 
approaching Ruine So hard a Thing it 1s, 
to judge of Human Events, withoiit being 
ne... into Extreams. They already give 
over the whole 1land for lot. I wiſh and 
believe it may prove true. - Yet, at the ſame. 
Time, I know the Fortune of War is uncer- 
tain ; and, another Campagne, may repair or 
revenge the Damage, they have ſuſtained im 
this and the former. 

The YVenetians loſt Five Thouſand Men bc- 
fore the Walls of that Town ; among whona, 
was General Cornaro, the Viceroy of the 1/114,

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ſlain in the firſt Onſet ; beſides what were 
killed by our Soldiers, when they entred with 
the retreating Canaiots, and facrificd all to 
the Heat of Martial Paſſion. 

- Bur, that which appear'd moſt Ominous 
to their Cauſe, though the preſent Damage 
were leſs, was the falling out of the Soprave. 
ditor and the Proveditor of the Iſle : Who not 
agrecing abour the Extent of their different 
Commiſſions, formed Two Parties ; between 
whom there happened a furious Encounter, 
bn, which Four Hundred were ſlain on both 
Sides. 

Theſe ſiniſter Events, occafion'd the Re- 
prblick to take freſh Applications to the 
Court of France ; and, an Ambaſſador is ſent 
from this Crown to Conſtantinople, in Order 
to mediate a Peace. They call him /4on- 
fiear de Varennes ; a Man of a preſumptuous 
Diſpoſition, and whodelights to attempt diff- 
culr Things. When there could not be found 
a Perſon, willing to undertake a Negotiation, 
which carries ſo little Probability of Succeed- 
ing; this Gentleman, in a Bravade offered

It had been eafte for Cardinal Mazarim 
( whoſe Counſel the Lxeen tollows in all 
Things) to have hindred this Mans Voyage. | 
But, thoſe who are acquamted with the Picque 
that is between them, conclude, That the Car- 
dinal conſented to his Commiſſ7on,on purpoſe to 


lay 
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lay a Train for his future Diſgrace ; as know- 
ing, the Boldneſs of his Temper, was far from 
being ſeconded with equal Wiſdom and Con- 
duct ; and, that though he was prone 'to 
undertake Great and Hazardous ACtions, yet 
he never had the good Fortune to accompliſh 
any Thing of Moment. 

They that know this Gentleman's Chara- 
Cer, ſay, That any Example will encourage 
him to ruſh into Labyrinths and Perils. And, 
where Examples are wanting, he is Ambitious. 
to be made one himſelf. He fears not to 
tread - _ + Joo r- have miſ- 
carried in the moſt Deſperate Enterprizes ;

are exactly copied from his Words. Yet, in 
Nothing does the CharaGter of the Primitive 
Ganls,. 
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Gazxls, ſuit more truly to the preſent Inhabi- 
tants, than in their furious Onfets in a Battel, 
and their equal Readineſs to Flight. Their 
Fir# Afault ſeems to ſpeak *em ore than 
Men ; their Second, Leſs than Women ; and, 
they ſeldom venture on a Third. 

Wilt thou know then, how they obtain ſo 
many Signal Victories ? It is by Stratagems and 


* Money- Where they cannot circumvent their 


Enemies, they corrupt a Party of 'em with 
Bribes and Penfions- Thus they purchaſe 
their Conqueſts, with a more powerful Metal 
than Steel. The Force of Gold, to which all 
Things yield, lays Cities and Provinces, at 
the Feet of this Invincible Ionarch. 

But, I pray Heaven, fo to proſper the- Ar- 
mies of the Empire founded on YVertze, that 
this Infidel Prince, and all the Nazarenes, 
ans | experience their Gold to be as Ineffectual 
as their Swords, againſt the Valour and ſuſt 
Revenge of the True Believers.

Hou, who art all Goodneſs, the Arch- 
Type of Clemency and Vertue, wilt not 
number me among the Importunate, for fo 
often troubling thee with Diſputes of our Holy 
Law. Task thee no Common Queſtions; neither 
am [I captious, ſeeking Occations to darken 
what is Apparent, or invalidate the Teſtimony 
of Him who touch'd the Hand of God. I re- 
vere the Holy Oracles, and the Book not dicta- 
ted on Earth. Every Chapter I read in the 
Alcoran, makes me bleſs the Ange/, who 
took ſo many Flights, to bring down the Sa- 
cred Pages from Heaven. And, my Reve- 
rence is encreas'd towards that Volume of Gle- 
7y,when I conſider, it was not haſtily compos'd; 
every/erſicle,being the Product of Divine Pre- 
meditation. Doubrleſs, it excells all the #ri- 
tings in the World. No Scripture, before or 
fince, has approach'd to the Myſterious Ele- 


gance of thoſe Celeſtial Lines. Yet methinks, - 


I find a great Profundity of Wiſdom in the 
Treatiſes of the Ancients. 

Thou wilt fay, My Station requires me to 
read Men more than Books, being not ſent 
hither to Contemplate, but to act for the In- 
. tereſt of my daſter, and the Ottoman Em- 


fires 
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pire- Tis true, my Bufineſs is now to un- 
ravel the Deſigns of the I»fidels ; bur, bear 
with me, if I tell thee, Thar in Order to this, 
I took no wrong Courſe, when in my Young- 
er Years, I apply'd my ſelf to Books, which 
are but Men turn'd Inſide out, or Metamor- 
phos'd into Letrers ; againſt whom, thus ſur- 
Cn the Stroke of Death cannot 
evail. 

"Thoſe who have erected Statues of Gold, Sil- 
ver, Braſs or Marble, to the Memory of depar- 
ted Heroes, can but tranſmir the Efegies of 
their Bodies to Poſterity ; which, thou know- 
eſt, is the Ignobler Parr of Man : And here- 
in, they come ſhort of the eAteyptians, who 
have the Art of preſerving the Bodies them- 
ſelves Incorruptible, for a Thouſand Genera- 
tions. But they who left their m—_— to 
Poſterity, have oblig?d the World with an 
Immortal and Lively Image of their Mind : 
This is properly the Man, and lives for ever ; 
when the Body 15 conſum'd in the Grave, and 
the Statue perhaps is eat up by Tuwme, or 
demoliſh'd by Envy. 

Pardon this Digreſſton, Oraculows and Un- 
erring Mouth of God, I have a great Deal to 
fay, and cannot comprehend it in a few Words. 
It has been enjoynd by our Holy Dottors, 
That a Muſſulman ſhould not read the Books 
of Prophane Infidels. But tell me, thou who 
art the Reſolver of Doubts, Whether this 
Precept is extended to all, without Exc 
tion ; or, Whether a O—_ may not 
allow'd, to ſuch as read thoſe Books with = 
, Je, 
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Eye, whilſt the Other is fix'd on the Law, 
which balances the Mind with Truth > The 
Alcoran tells us, That the Devil has inſerted 
ſome Fal/fities in the Beſt Writings : But, is it 
not poflible for a Man, to ſeparate the God 
from the Rad? I read in the Book of Glory, 
many remarkable Things concerning Alexar. 
aer the Great : But, is it unlawful allo to per. 
uſe what has been writ by others, of the Life 
of that Famous Warriour, and Holy Prophet ? 
Both Grecian and Roman Hiſtorians, have re- 
lated his Adventures in. Aa, his Battels with 
Darias the Perſian Monarch, and Porus the 
Indian. They praiſe his Continence and mo- 
deſt Regard to Sy/jgambis and her Daughters, 
when they were his Captives; his Inviolable 
Friendſhip to Epheſtion, whilſt living, and the 
aftetionate Tears he ſhed for him, after his 
Death. Yet,they condemn him of cruel Ingrati- 
tude, for ſacrificing Clitzs to his Choler, and 
the Fumes- of Wine, who was a Faithful 
Friend, a Valiant Soldier, and once had ſaved his 
Life in a Battel. They cannot paſs over the 
Burning of Perſepolzs, without ſome RefleCti- 
ons on the unmanly-Softneſs of this Warriour; 
who, to pleaſe his Concubine, gave Orders, 
that the Faireſt and moſt Magnificent City in 
Aſia, ſhou'd be ſet on Fire. The Per/rans 
boaft, That that City was built all of Ceaar ; 
That Cyr«s had wholly difplanted .not only 
Monnt Libanus, but the choiceſt Nurſeries of 
that fragrant Wood, through all Afa, to 
build this glorious City, in Emulation of 
Solomon, King of the Jews, who was by. 0- 
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ther Princes thought to value himſelf too high, 
for building the Temple at Fers/alem of the 
fame Materials They add, That Alexander 
found m this City, Ninety Millions of Caracks 
in Gold ; That after the Debauch was over,. 
and the Flames had conſum'd to Aſhes this 
Phenix of Aſia, the Conquerour wept, and 
commanded the Mony he had found there, 
ſhould be expended in raiſing Another in its 
Room. more glorious than the Former ; bur, 
That Thais, hs had perſwaded him to ruine 
it, wastheonely Obſtacle to its Re-edification. 
For, ſuch was her Empire over this Afonarch, 
That hecould deny her Nothing. 

What I have ſaid of Per/ſepo/is, is recorded 
by Perſian Hiſtorians; Other Writers make 
ſome Mention of it, but not ſo particularly. 
There are ſome alſo, who mention his demo- 
liſhing of T5r#s; a City ſo Ancient, That 
'tisfaid to be firſt built by one of the Grand- 
children of Noah; of whom, thou knoweſt, 
the Alcoran ſpeaks often. They tax him al- 
ſo with Cruelty, in cauſing Two Thoufand 
of the Chief 75rians, to. be crucified, as a S4- 
crifice to Hercules. Thou arr belt able to 
Judge, Whether this be agreeable to Truth ; 
for, what 24»ſſulmas will believe, That the 


 Viftorious Prophet, was guilty of ſo Barba« 


rous an /dv/atry. 

The Method he took to ſubdue this Im- 
pregnable City, is an Argument of his Invin- 
cible Courage; and, that there is Nothing 
Impracticable, to a Mind arm'd with Refo- 


lution and Perſeverance- 
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Tyrus was ſituated above Half a Mile 
in the Sea, when the Macedonian demanded 
a Surrender- The Citizens truſting to the 
Strength and Heighth of the Rock whereon 
they liv'd (for, 'twas a perte&t [lara and 
to their Diſtance from the Shore of the Com 
tinent ; bid Defiance to him, whom God had 
ordained to ſubdue all Nations, between the 
Extremities of [zaia and the Pillars of Her. 
cules, The Conquerour, enflam'd at their 
Refuſal of offer'd Peace, prepares for an AC. 
ſaulrt. He attempted, without the Afrracle 
of _ to make a Path for his Army 
through the Sea. He follow'd the Steps of 
the Babylonian Monarch, who, not Three A- 
ges before, had joyned this Proud Nelt of 
Merchants to the Firm Land. Twice his In- 
duſtrious Soldiers rais'd a Cauſſey, above the 
Waves, to the very Walls of Tyr#s; and as 
often was their Labour defeated, by the 
Watchful Tyrians, When, the Third Time 
he prov'd ſuccefsful; and, in Spight of all 
their Reſiſtance by Fire and Sword, after a 
Siege of Six Afoons, he ſcal'd the Walls of that 
Queen of Maritime Cities; and convinc'd the 
World, That no Humane Force could put a 
Stop to h#s Conqueſts, whom Deſtiny had ap- 
pointed, to chaſtiſe the NVations of the Earth. 

T hat Chapter in the Alcoran, which ſpeaks 
of this Renowned Worthy, tells us, That he 
marched ſo far Eaftward, till he came to 4 
Country where the Sun riſes. This Paſſage 
the Chriſtians ridicule, ſaying, That the Sun 
riſes and ſets in all Countries; and, that there 

' 1s 
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is no Stated Point of Eaſt and Weſt, in the 
Fabrick of the World ; ſince the ſame Place 
which is Eaſt of one Country, is Weſt of a- 
nother- Thus, the Deſpiſers of our Holy 
Law, cavil at the Alcoran, and fay, *Tiscom- 
pos'd of Old Wives Tales; a Rude Indigeſted 
Colledtion of Eaſtern Romances, and Super- 
ſtitious Fables, calculated for the Meridian of 
Ignorance; firſt promulg'd in the Savage and 
Unpoliſh'd Deſerts of Arabia, and after- 
wards propagated by the Sword through thoſe 
Countries, whoſe Vices had baniſhd their 
Learning, and render'd them flexible to a Re- 
gion, whoſe higheſt Pretenfions conſiſted, in 
ratifying the Senſes. 

Theſe Criricks, conſider not at the ſame 
Time, That they argue againſt the Old and 
New Teſtament, (which is eſteem'd the Al- 
coran of the Chriſtians) wherein there is of- 
ten Mention made, of the Riſmmg and Going 
down of the Sun; of Eaſt and Weſt, as proper 
Points or Marks, from which to take the St- 
tuation of Countries. Afluredly, in this they 
are captious: For, though there be no ſtated 
Point of Eaſt or Weſt in the Globe; yet India 
being the neareſt Region of this Continent, to 
that Part of the Horizon where the Sun daily 

{t appears, it has not without Reaſon, 
gain'd the Additional Epither of Eaſt. And 
'twas here the Mdacedonian Hero ſweat, be- 
cauſe he could conquer no farther; unleſs he 
-o_—_ have begun a War with the F/ of the 

OA, 


There are many other Paſſages related of 
Alexander's 
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. Alexander's Temperance, Moderation, Juſtice, 
Fortitude and ſuch like Vertues ; and, ſome. 
thing of his Vices. Bur, I will not tire thee 
with all that'is ſaid of this Invincible Aonarch, 
nor trace him in all his Marches through Af, 
I will not trouble thee with what they ſay of 
his Journey into e/Zgypr, and: afpiring- to be 
call'd, the Sn of Fupiter Ammon ; his being 
poyſon'd at Babylon, in the Height of all- lis 
Trwumphs; and the Cantonizing his Empire, 
among his Chief Captains, Whatſoever in 
theſe F:/torie: is agreeable to the Holy Alcoray, 
I acquieſce to; what is repugnant to that 
Summary of Truth, I reject as a Fable. 

Tell me, thou Sovereign Reſolver of Donbts, 
Whether on theſe Terms, I may not read the 
Writings of Infidels? Books are a Relief to the 
Mind oppreſs'd with Melancholy, and eſpeci- 
= Hiſtories, which alſo bring Profit, by 
rightly informing us of the TranſaCtions of 
Paſt Ages: So that Things, which were done 
Thouſands of Years ago, are made preſent to 
us. Where then is the Crime, in reading 
theſe Memoirs of the Ancients ? Is it not con- 
ſiſtent with the Faith of a {uſſulman to read 
theſe Hiſtories, becauſe they were penn'd by 
Heathen:> Muſt we reject all that the Pagans did 
or faid > Why then are the Works of Plutarch, 
had in.fuch Veneration by the Princes of Our 
Law ? 1 tell thee, I not onely read Platarch, 
Livy, Tacitus, Xenophon, Polybins, with ma- 
ny other Hiſtorians that were Pagans, but 
I improve by their Pritings. Such rare Ex- 
amples of Vertue, ſuch Illuſtrious Patterns of 
Juſtice, 
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Juſtice, ſuch Solid Precepts of Morality, as 


theſe Authors abound with ; cannot, in my 
inion, hurt any Man, who defires to ſquare 
his Life by the beſt Rules. 

I read alſo the Poets, whoſe Fables and Pa- 
rables, ſeem to me, but to veil many excellent 
and profitable Maxims of Human Life. 

The Story of the Birth of Typhon, his War- 
ring with 7-piter, and his final Overthrow ; 
denotes the monſtrous Riſe of Factions in a 
_ _ _ Ruine. loyd by 

The Cyclops being employ'd by Faxpiter in 
makin Thanderbles, a killing eA/cula- 
pits, be which they themſelves were after- 
wards: ſlain by Apollo; intimates the Ute, 
which Sovereign Princes make of Cruel, Co- 
vetous and Unjuſt Officers: Who when they 
have fulfll'd the Pleaſure of their Maſters, 
are abandon?d by them, to the Revenge of 
the Oppreſs'd Subjects. This is commonly 
experienc'd in all Afonarchies, and eſpecially 
in the Mighty Empire of the Oſmans ; where 
the Baſſas, though the Grand Signior, for 
the Ends of State, connives a while at their 
unjuſt Oppreſſion of the Mnſſulmans under 
their Government, yet in due Time, to ſhew 
his Abhorrence of their Villanies, conſigns 'em 
over to the Execxtioner. Thou knoweſt, to 
whom the Bow-fſtring was ſent laſt; I wiſh 
his Szcceſſonr may not equally merit it- 

Atteon's being devoured by his Dogs, onely 
for ſeeing Diana in a Bath; might have ſerv?d 
as a Warning to Vſepb, the Black Emnach, 
who could not reſtrain his Tongue, from bab- 
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ling out the private Amours of Sltan [bra- 
him. It was Danger enough to know the 
Secret; but, to divulge it, was a ſure way 
to incurr the Revenge of the Pr:xce. 

Not much unlike was his Error, who tho? 
he did not report to others, yet had the Pre. 
ſumption to check his Sovereign to his Face, 
and reproach Him with Luxury. Had he been 
acquainted with the . Fable of Endymion and 
the 200n, it would perhaps have taught him, 
Thar it is not the Part of a Fawoxrite, to take 
Notice of his 1after's ſtol'n Pleaſures, but 
rather to invite him ſometimes from the Tails 
of State, and »nbend his Mind with Recreations, 

There are many other profitable Remarks, 
hidden under the Fictions of the Poets : whi 
though they may ſeem My/terions at 
View, yet being examined with a little At- 
tention, prove as eafie to be underſtood, as 
the FHrerog/yphicks were of old to the AM- 


gyptians, who knew no other Letters.

The Cattel drop down dead in 
the Fields, and the Rivers are almoſt dried 
"up: Men lIanguiſh and wither, as if parch'd 
up by ſome inward Fire. Fearful Apparitions 
are {cen in the Air; each Night brings forth 
New Proaigies. The People lament the pre. 
ſent, and preſage greater Calamities to come, 
While A1ahmut perſeveres unmov'd ; and 


neither moleſts himſelf nor —_ about the 


Inevitable Decrees of Deſtiny. I keep in the 
Path of my Duty, without turning to the 
Right Hand or to the Left. ' I ſerve the Grand 
Signor faithfully : I pray for his Health, and 
for the Welfare of the Empire. I neither give 
Alms to the /»fidels, nor do them any Injuries. 
In fine, if I cannot reap any Profit from other 
Mens YVertxes, I take Care their Vices ſhall do 
me no Harm-

[ Had forgot to perform in my. other Let- 
ter, what thou commanded{t me. Yer, 
knowing the Eſteem thou haft tor omen of 
Vertue and rare Endowments, and with 
what Plezſire thou readelt their Stories; IT 
ſhould never ſend any Diſpatch to thee, 
wherein there is not a Relation of ſome He- 
roine, I will be more diligent hereafrer, to 
obſerve the Diſpolition of my Saperionrs; 
ad will endeavour, to* procure a Collection 
of the Lives and Charatters of all the Fa- 
91s Women, that have been Recorded in 
Hiſtory. In the mean while, hear whac the 
French ſay, of Chriſtina Queen of Suedeland, 
of whom thou requireſt a Deſcription. 
She is the onely Daughter of Guſtavus A- 
I 3 dolphus, 
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dojphus, the moſt Victorious Prince, that 
ever govern'd that Nation; and,one of the moſt 
Succeſsful Warrioxrs in the World. As his 
whole Life was led in the Field, fo there he 
received an Honourable Death, being ſlain 
in the Battel of Zxtzen: Some ſay,by the Trea- 
chery of Dake Albert; who had in Appear. 
ante, deſerted the Emperonr, and offers him. 
ſelf a Volauntier to G - in Aadolphas. I for- 
merly mention'd this Dake, and that he was 
Kill'd by a Sweai/p Lady. If the Sufpicion of 
the Swedes be well grounded, and that Dube 
Albert was really Guilty of the Murder of 
Guſtavus, it may be, This was the Motive 
which brought thoſe Amazons into the Field, 
to revenge the Death of their Prince. But, 
it is impoſſible to be afſur'd of the Truth, a- 
mong ſo many different Opinions. 

When the French ſpeak of Guſtavus Aadpl. 
phi, they cannot reſtrain their Words on this 
Side a Panegyrick. They fay, he was a 
Prince above all Praiſe *Tis certain, his very 
Enemies admir'd his unimitable Courage, and 
matchleſs Fortune. T have fent thee the true 
Effigies of his Face, wherein thou wilt fee, a 
moſt agreeable Mixture of Majeſty and Be- 
nignity, creating Reſpe&t and Love at the 
fame Time in the Beholders. He was ſo fa- 
miliar with every one, as if he had forgot 
himſelf, as well as he was a Stranger to Pride- 
He was a great Student in his Yourh, and 
made himſelf Maſter of Latin, French, and Ita- 
lian; being alſo perfectly skill'd,in Ancient and 
Modern. Hiſtorics. He. had a wonderf gd 

curry 
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culty, in diſcovering Impoſtures; a dextrous 
Wit in Time of Danger and Difficulty, being 
Ready at Counſel, and ſwift in Execution ; 
and, as cunning at a Stratagem, as he was 
bold at an Onſer. He was Liberal to his Ofi- 
ctrs, and to all Men of Merit; but, a ſevere 
Puniſher of Diſorders in his Army. And, 
that which Crown'd all the reſt of his Yer- 
tues, his Piety to God was ſingular and wor- 
thy of Remark. The French relate a Memo- 
rable Saying of this King, when he was once 
in his Camp before #erben. He had been 
ſolitary in the Cabinet of his Pavilion ſome 
Hours together, and none of his Attendants 
durſt interrupt Him; Till at Length, a Fa- 
yourite of his having ſome important Matter 
to tell him, came ſoftly to the Door, and 
lboking in, beheld the King very devoutly on 
his Knees at Prayer: Fearing to moleſt 
him in that Sacred Exerciſe, he was about 
to withdraw his Head, when the King ſpied 
him, and bid Him come in, ſaying unto him, 
Thou wondereſt to ſoe me in this Poſtzre, ſince 
T have ſo many Toons of Subjects to pray 


for me. But, I tell thee, That no Man has 


more Need to pray for Himſelf, than He, 
who being to render an Account of his Aftions 
to None but God, is for that Reaſon, more + 
cloſely aſſaulted by the Devil, than all other 
Men beſide. 

Guſtavus was born in the Year 1594. At 
which Time, they ſay, a Comet was ſeen 
in the Forys of a Sword, with-its Point dire-

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of thoſe Times, interpreted as a Preſage of 
that King's Warlike Genins, and of his fu- 
ture Conqueſts in the Empire. He came to 
the Government, before he had ſzen full Se. 
venteen Winters, and was cut off in the 
Eighth and Thirtieth Year of his Age. 

It is faid, That a few Days before his 
Death, when his Soldiers received Him with 
Infinite Acclamations, and all the Marks of 
an unuſual and intemperate Joy, he ſeemed 
to be troubled at it, ſaying, That he took that 
Exteſſive Demonſtration of his Soldiers Love, 
for au Omen, of ſome approaching Diſaſter ; 
And, that he was aſſured, God would, by ta- 
king him away, teach them, That there is no 
Confidence to 's repos d in any Mortal. 

After the Death of Gaſtavas, the States of 
the Kizgdom aſſembling, proclaimed Chri- 
ftina Queen; And, Bm her M4mority, + 
committed her to the Tatelage of Five Prin- 
cipal Officers of the Kingdom, whoalſo took 
on them, the whole Care of the Common- 
wealth, - 

She 1s perfect in Seven Langaage:. Well 
versd in Ancient and Modern Phil»ſophy ; 
And, a complete Hiſtortay. In fine, ſhe has 
acquired the Title, of the oſt Learned Prin- 
ceſs of her Time. 

She is of a Graceful and Majeſtick Aſpett : 
Has a piercing Eye: Wears Part of her Hair 
looſe about her -Temples, and flowing down 
in Curls to her Shoulders; the Reſt braided 
up behind, in Form of a Wreath. Thus 1s 
ſhe repreſented by her Pifttzre, which I _ 
een 
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ſeen in a Gallery of Cardinal! Aizarinis 
Palace, who profeſſes a great Veneracion. for 
this Queen, Could I have purchas'd her Por- 
traiftare, as I did her Father's, I would have 
ſent it thee: Bur, all the Pencils in Paris 
are hardly ſufficient, to ſupply the Cloſets 
and Galleries of the Nobles, with this Ad- 
mired Figare, She is become the 1do/ of the 
French. 

Many great Matches have been oFered her; 
but, ſhe refuſes all, either for Reaſons of 
State, or Diflike of the Perſons, or an Averſi- 
on ſhe has for a Married Life; or through 
Oppoſition of her Neb/es, who ſeem to cover 
to be governed. by a. Maiden Queen. Soon 
after her Father's Death, the King of Dea- 
mark attempted to make her his Wife; bur 
his Redreſs was abruptly rejected. 

No better Encouragement did the King, of 
Poland lately meet with, who Twice ſollici- 
ted the ſame Thing for Himſelf, and was as 
often repulſed. But this, 'tis thought, pro- 
ceeded from ſome Politick Reaſons; he be- 
ing deſcended of Sigi/muna, a former Abdi- 
eated King of Szeden; all whoſe Poſterity, are 
fer ever excluded from enjoying the Sueai/Þ 
Crown, by a Law- 

The Engliſh alſo gloried in a Virgin Qwveey, . 
thelaſt Age: Her Name was Elizabeth; whom 
thou can'ſt not but have heard of. She was. the 
Daughter of Heary VIII. King of that Na- 
tion» She was a Princeſs of an extraordinary 
Genius, remarkable for her Wit-and Lear- 
ning. 'Twas one of her Subjects, who, the 


I's 
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firſt of all Mortals, fail'd round the Globe : 
And, by his fortunate Service, ſhe vanquiſh'd 
the reputed [nvincible Armada of Spain. She 
governed her Kingdom with ſuch exquiſite 
Conduct, as made the Greateſt Potentates 
revere her Wiſdom. *Tis to her Bounty, 
the United Provinces owe the Riſe of their 
preſent Grandeur, and Riches ; when they 
addreſs?d this Potent Queen in Form of 
Humble Suppliants, entitling themſelves, 
The poor diſtreſſed Stgtes. But now, they're 
High and Mighty; puſhing for an Equality 
with Sovereign Princes, 

I cannot comprize in a Letter, all that 
may be ſaid of this Great Queen. Beſides, 
Hiſtorians vary in her CharaGter. Thoſe 
that ſpeak moſt Impartially, ſay, That ſhe 
had Extraordinary Fertxes, yet was not free 
from: Great Vices. We muſt not expect in 
any Mortal, a Temper exempt from the 
Common, Malediction ; * much leſs in that 
Sex, whoſe Natural Weakneſs, claims our 
Indulgence and Excuſe.

Theſe Letters add, That there have paſsd 
ſome high Words, between onſieur Chanat, 
and the Swediſh Secretary of State. And, 
that the latter, in going out of the Chamber 
where they diſcourſed, laid his Hand vu 
his Sword, with theſe Words; Morjee 
Chanut, Were it not for the Fence which the.

To 
which 14n/ienr Chanat replied, That he wore 
a Sword to defend himſelf and his Private 
,r=-myh as well as any Suede in the King- 

m. 

The Occaſion of this Quarrel was, the 
great Reſort of Rowan Catholick Strangers t0 
Monſieur Channt's Chappel, which gave dif- 
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guſt to the Suedes, who allow not the Ex- 
erciſe of the Roman Religion within their 
Territories They caſtrate all the Prieſts of 
that Communion, whom they -find ; and pro- 
ſecute the Laity with rigorous Penalties. 
But, Ifonſreur Channt pleaded the Law of 
Nations : And, when the Secretary told him, 
That the Leen permitted him and his Fa- 
mily the Liberty of their Religion, but defired 
himnot to admit any other Perſons of what 
Nations ſoever ; This Minifter xeplied, That 
he cord not receive as a Favonr or Permiſſion 
from her Majeſty, the Liberty o Exerciſing hs 
Religion ; ſince, he held it only of his Maſter, 
the King of France, who had ſent him thither, 
and, that he would not ſhut the Door of his 
Chappel, againſt any that would come in: 
That their Law, which according to their own 
Calcule, was made above Two Thouſand Tears 
after the Foundation of their Eſtate, could not 
abrogate the Law of Nations, which is Eter- 


' nal: That this Perpetual Law, gave particu- 


lar Privileges to certain Perſons, and eſpeci- 
all to the Miniſters of Foreign Princes : That 
their New Law, ſuch as it was, being only 
made to maintain the Publick Worſhip, re- 
_ not what was done in the Houſe: of 4 
oreign Miniſter, by 4a Special dwg. 4 it 
being of no Conſequence to the State, whether 
ſuch Foreigners ſerved God or not, or whether 
they worſhipped Him in a Right or Wron 
Way : That no Suede came to his Chappel, 
but only ſome French who were Sojourners in 
the Land : That they did mt uſe the Saediſh 
L 2 Am- 
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Ambaſſadors ſs i» France, who admitted whans 
they pleaſed. into their Chappels. . That the 
Hol. where he now awelt, was the Houſe Fl 
the King of France, and that therefore, 
could not by Conſequence refuſe any Catholicks 
an Entrance into it, eſpecially ſuch as were bory 
Subjefts of his Maſter : And, in Fine, That 
it was very Rude, to oblige him to be the Exe. 
cutioner of this (evere Law, in requiring him 
to ſhut his Doors upon his Countrymen, &4 
gainſt the Common Laws of Hoſpitality, the 
Honour of 4 Publick Miniſter, and the Plea 
ſure of the King hz Sovereign- 

To this the Secretary made ſomething too 
tart a Reply. Whereupon, Words increa 
ng botrgen them, and the French Ambala. 
faaor being reſolute to afſert his Privils 
the Secretary broke out into a Paſlion, as 
have before mention'd ; laying his 
upon his Sword, as he was leaving the 
ke Sordes, ar2 Naturall ed, ſurly 

e Jueaes, art Naturally a , 1 
People, as are all the pr nFkng 0d >. 
They are Strangers to Civility, and the Gene 
tile Addreſs of the French. Yet, the Queen, 
when ſhe heard of this Paſſage, was 
with her 2nifter, and excuſed his Rud 
to Monſieur Channt ; telling him, That the 
; Secretary was 4 Faithful Servant, b«t had been 
educated among the Bears of the Foxeſt. 

| This puts mein Mind of a Story, which the 
French tell of another Ambaſſador, whom 
Lewis XII. ſent to the Comrt of Spain. The 
Spaniard; are of a haughty Temper, _ 
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ing more than ordinary Submiſſions, from 
thoſe who approach the King's Prefence. This 
Ambaſſador, on the ſame Ground, was requi- 
red to do ſome Homage, which would not. 
tonfiſt with the Inſtructions of his after ;

The 
Surtures of his Skull, were fo cloſely indented,

Honour : And, in doing ſo, I wiſh Encrefe 
of Joy to all the Faithful Oſmans. | 
The Knowledge which thou haſt acquir'd 
m the Law of Nations, and in the: molt per- 
feft SanRtions of our Angſt Ionarchy, has 
made thee famous through the Seven Pre- 
cintts of the Erth ; and has veſted thee, with 
the Robe of Sublime Honour, the Gift of the 
Lientenant of God. 
I made Choice of this Occaſion, at once to 
my Duty, and to acquaint thee with 
a National Villainy ; ſuch a Violation of the 


Publick Faith of a Kingdom, as it will be dif- | 


ficult to Parallel. 

The Civil Wars of England, are known 
throughout the For/d : And, thou art no 
Stranger to the Particular Intelligences I have 
ſent to the Sublime Port, concerning that Ns- 
£207. 

Since that Time, the Rebe/s have by De- 
grees gain d Ground of their Unhappy Ks: 

ing 
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chaſing him from One Place to Another : 
Till at Length , finding, that neither by

Plagne, - T » That in former Ages, a 
certain Magician lad undertaken to Ft 
City, from all Venemons Creatures ; and, that 
accordingly, he had made' ſeveral Images of 
thoſe Anima!s, annexing to them Enchant- 
ments, and hiding them in obſcure Places 
under the Earth ; promiſing alſo, that ſo long 
as thoſe Images remain'd untouch'd, Pars 
ſhould not be moleſted with any Hurtful 
Thing: This ſucceeded according to his Words; 
till, at a certain time, as they were digging up 
the Foundations of an Old Temple, the Work- 
Men found ſeveral Brazen {mages ; ſome re- 
preſenting a Bat, ſome a Lizard. They 
making ſmall Account of theſe Magical Re-"+ 
liques, fold them to the next Brazser for a 
piece of Money : Who, being ignorant alſo 


of the hidden Force of theſe Images, met 
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ed them down for his own Uſe. And, ever 
fince that time, the City has been over-run

I relate this to thee, in regard I have often 
heard thee ſpeak of rhe Ancient Statwes, that 
were in the Atmidan at Conſtantinople, and 
in other Parts of the City ; particularly of 
that Pillar, which had Three Brazen Ser- 
pents winding about it; which, when /Aa- 
homet the Great beheld, the Conqueror ſtruck 
One of them with a Batzle- Axe, and ſmote 
off the Lower Faw. Upon which, a Multi- 
tude of Serpents infefted the City; bur, 
were ſoon exterminated, in Regard the 
Sultan, being warned by the Citizens, for- 
bore to do any farther Injury to thoſe Images, 
which were the Gxardians of the City, 

The Annals of the Inſſulman Empire, 
make Mention of theſe Statwes, as alſo of a 
Hirſe of Braſs, and a Bull of the ſame Me- 
tal: The One ereted as a Charm againſt the 
Peſtslence ; the Other, as an Orac Sign, 
that the Enemies of che Grecian Monarchy, 
ould in that Place be repulſed, and driven 
out of the City- Yet, it proved otherwiſe : 
For, the Vigctorious Amen , againſt 
whom the Enchantments of the Infidels could 
not prevail, entred the arket-Place, where 
this /mage ſtood, and drove from thence the 
timorous Greciays ; cutting in Pieces all that 
made Reſiſtance, and rendring themſelves 


* Lords of Conſtantinople, at that Time the 
Richeſt City in the World-

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The Romans were extremely addifted to 
theſe Superſtitions Vanities : Believing, the 
Safety of their City and Empire, confilted in 
the Preſervation of the Palladinm, an Image 
which they thought fell down from Jupiter, 
and was tranſported from Troy to Italy by «A. 
neas ; beingafterwards repoſited in the Temple 
of Veſta, but burnt m that dreadful Conflagra- 
tion, which happen'd in the Reign of Nexo. 

They had in no leſs Yeneration, the Buck. 
ter, which they were taught, drop'd down 
from Heaven, into the Hands of Nama Pom- 
pilizes ; whereon, the Fate of Rome was en- 
graven, in Charatters which none could read. 
Fearing le(t this Sacred Shie/d might be ſtoln, 
they caus'd Eleven others of the ſame Figure 
to be made, and all to be hung up together in 
the Temple of Mars. 

: And, ro the End the Guardian Genime of 
the City, ſhould not be entic'd from them 
by the Enchantments of their Enemies, the 
True Name of the City of Rome was 
Secret, even from its own Inhabitants : 
much, that Yalerius Sor anus was put to Death, 
for publiſhing it to one of his Friends. Many 
have gueſs d at this hidden Name ; Some ſay- 
ing, it was Valencia; Others, that it was 
Yelia; a Third Sort, Gall it A»thuſa- But, 
there is no. Certainty in their *ConjeCtures- 


For, the Pagans were above all Things care- 


ful, to conceal the Names of their Cities and 
Patron-Gods : knowing, that thoſe Spirits 
would not forſake them, till they were call'd 
forth by their Proper Names. _

her Valour and Conduz:t, that Ionarch ow'd 
the Recovery of his Kizgd:m, almotit loſt to 
the King of England; this being the laſt Place 
of Importance, which had not received Ez- 
gliſh Garrifons. _ After ſhe had rais'd the Siege, 
the purſiid the Enemy, gave. them ſeveral 
Battels, defeated them, took their Generals 
Captive, reduc d all rhe- Cities to their for- 
mer Obedience, and never ſheath'd her Sword, 
till ſhe ſaw her Maſter ſolemnly crown'd at 
Rhemes, Yet, at length, ſhe herſelf was 
made a Priſoner by the Engi/p, and was 
publickly burnt for a Witch at Rowen.

Meſſenger to bring her a Sword of Antique 
Workmanſhip, that lay hid in a Tomb in one 
their famous fſgnes (for, the Nazarenes 
of the Weſt, bury their Dead in their Tem. 
ples.) This Action extreamly enhanced her 
Reputation 3 in Regard, none knew of this 
Sword but the King himſelf. She was there- 
fore look'd upon, as an Extraordinary Peron ; 
and, the People could hardly be reftrain'd, 
from paying her D:vine Honours.

'Twas Revenge, without Doubr, rather 
than Juſtice, that extorted that Crme/ Sentence 
from the Engli/p, which pur a Period to the 
Heroick Actions of this Illuſtrious ard, 
whoſe Fame will live tor ever. 

It is recorded, That whilſt ſhe was bound 
faſt to the Stake with ſtrong Cords, they 
would have kindled the Fire upon her before 
ſhe had ſpoke ro the Spectators; but, that 
ſhe ſuddenly became looſned, and ſnatching 
a Lance from one of the Soldiers, ſhe drove - 


, the Guards before her : Then returning of 


her own Accord to the Stake, ſhe made her 
haſt Dying Speech, foretelling many Things 
to come, which afterwards provd true. 
And having made an End of ſpeaking, ſhe 
bid the Execationer ſet Fire to the Wood. 
Which he &id accordingly, and ſhe was burnt 
to Aſhes 

Certainly, every Nation may boaſt of ſome 
Fimale W arriour, that at one Time or other, 


has done remarkable Service to her Country.

I accordingly ſet.out' from Paris; the Third: 
Day of the 5th. Aon; and, Fliachiz the 
Few (ot whom thou haſt heard) bore me 
Company. | WS I need 
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I need not deſcribe to thee, the Conntry 
through which we pals'd : It exactly refernu- 
leth the Plains ot St. Ihdore, not tar from 
Palermo in Sicily. Thou and I, have-Reafon 
to remember that Place of our Captivity, care 
ryingthe Marks of our /z//er's Cruel Anger 
yet in our Bodies. Thole P/4:zs, thou knows 
eſt, afford a very agreeable Profpect; efpeci- 
ally ac this Time ofthe Year, when the Virz 
dure of the Trees, nuxed wirh the Brigitt- 
nels of the Corn-tields, and the parti coloyrot 
Meadows, tempt the Eye into a Controveriy 
of Pleafure ; a Man neither knowing well 
how to take it of, nor yet where to tix it, in 
ſuch an Orderlv Contuſtton and Medley os 
Charming Objeces. * 

Such is ihe Province between Pa and Or- 
leans; which has this Advantage of thoſe Si. 
lian Plains, That hereall the Way onerides, 
Innumerable Magnificent and. Beautitul Pa- 
laces appear, ſhooting up their glittering 
Turrets above the lotcy Groves, whicit envi- 
ron thoſe Seats of Pleaſure. Tndeed, this 
s0ne of the pureft Airs, and the mott fer- 


- tile Soil in all the Kingdom ; which invires 


the NVoblesand Gentry, to retide here during the 
$:mower, and occalions muci Traveiling cn 
tis Road. 

Adout Mid-day, wecame toa Town called 
Chaſtres, Where we aligited .to refreſh our 
ſelves. Travellers in theſe W-/tern Parts, are 
better accommodated with Provifions, than 
tney can be m A/z4, where they mult carry 
tzeir own Beds with them, and dreſs their 
M3 own 
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own Victuals, or lie on tie naked Floor faft.. 


ing. This makes the Nazarenes, call the Eaſt. 


Inhofpitable. They confider not at the ſame 
Time, that 'tis the Niceneſs and Delicacy of 
the ahommetans, which occaſions this Cu- 
ftom. For, the Eaſtern People, are fearful 
of defiling themſelves, by eating Meat pre. 
pared by other Hands than their own, or thoſe 
qf their Servants : As alſo, to lie on a Bed, 
common to all Paſſengers 

But, theſe [zf:aels are like the Swine, tg 
whom all Meat is Welcom, and every Ditch 
an Acceptable Bed. Here are Inns all along 
the Roads, whereito when you enter, the 
Heſt provides you both Bd and all other Ne- 
ceffariess A -Man muſt venture to ſleep on 
the ſame Pillow, where perhaps a Leper has 
lain the Night before, or ſome Perſon Infe- 
Gted with a worſe Diſeaſe. The Hoſt exa- 
mines none, but harbours all alike, provided 
they have Mony to pay him. And as for 
Victuals, 'tis the Cuſtom for all Travellers, 
to eat together at one Common Table, where 
ſeveral Diſhes of Meat are ferved up, and 
every Man is free to eat what and how much 
he pleaſes, paying a ſtated Price for his Din- 
ner, 

Thus, no ſooner were we come into | our 
Inn at Chaſtres, but the Hoſt faluring us af- 
ter the Manner of the Country, invited us to 
fit down at the Ordinary, (for fo they call 
their Publick Dinner in an Inn.) We were 
not ſo ſcrupulous as-to refuſe his Offer, but 


followed. him into the Chamber, where the 
| Dinner 
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Dinner was prepared. There were many 
Gueſts at the Table, and all buhie in feeding 
themſelves We took ſuch Scats as we found 
vacant, and without much Ceremony fell to 
eating, The Jew truſted tothe Indulgence of 
Moſes, and I to that of A1ahomet, tor eating 
with the Vncircamciſed, whoſe Meat is ſel- 
dom free from the Po/lutions of Blood, We 
knew, that neither God nor his Prophets, re- 
quired us to ſtarve. 

There was Plenty of Wine, and that ſo de- 
licious, as would have tempted af Hogia to 
taſte it, without the Avfri's Dilpentation- 
To avoid Singularity, I made a Shew of eat- 
ing, as the Reſt; but, the greateſt Part of 
my Repaſt, conſiſted in Bread and fome 
Fruits, with that exhilarating Juice of the 


Grape» | 

The honeſt Few ſwore, 'twas a Banquet 
prepared by Cxpid, to render him the moſt 
Miſerable of all Men. For, juſt in the Midſt 
of our Mirth, came-in a French Gentleman 
with a Lady in his Hand, who placed them- 
ſelves at the Table exactly oppoſite to us. I 
perceived evident Symptoms of ſome Diſors 
derin Eliachim, who ſeem'd to read his Fate, 
in that fair Creatures Face ; yet had nor Pow- 
er to check his Wandering Eyes, or guard 'em 
from Inevitable Wounds. He'd almoſt aGted

'On the Road, 
both El;achim and I, had many Opportuni- 
ties of — with this Young Lady; fuch 
Famukarity with Women, being allowed in 
France. We found her Wit ſurprizing as 
her Beauty; and, her Mien and Condu@, 
fuch as gave Advantage to them both.

He had French Garriſons in all the 
Cities of that Kingdom : But, theſe Soldiers 
committed ſo many Infolencies, .as fendred 
'em OQdious and Inſupportableto the — X

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who therefore reſolved to exterminate them. 

The French are very Licentious in their 
Conqueſts ; neither ſparing Men in their An- 
ger, nor Women in their Luſt. They make 
no Difference, between the Neble andthe 
Vulgar ; but ſacrifice all the Regards of Ho- 


nour and Civility, to their Impetuous Ap- 


petites. | | 
They were guilty of innumerable Rapes 
and Violences in Sicily, among the earner 
People; and ſometimes, extended their Rude- 
neſs, to Perſons of the Be/#f Quality. It was 
common for them, to affront both Virgins 
and Matrons as they went along the Streets, 
by thruſting their Hands under their Gar- 
ments, on Pretence of ſearching for hidden 
Arms. Among the Reſt, the Wite of a cer- 
rain Zord in Palermo, going to pay her Dev 
tions at the Temple, was ſeizd by the Co 
mand of the: Captain of the Guards, ahd 
—_ Naked before all the Soldiers, inOrder 
to diſcover certain ,Treaſonable Papers, which 
7 ſuſpected ſhe carried about her. But 
finding none, ſhe upbraided the Caprain with 
Inhutnanity, in offering fo groſs an Aﬀront, 
to a Lady of her _ He ſeeming to be ſorry 
for the Indignity ſhe had received, begged her 
Pardon; and retiring with his Soldiers out of 


the Room where ſhe was, left her to put on | 


ber oo. In the mean while, he was en- 
with a furious Paſſion for this Laay, 

{ ſhe being very Beautiful ; ) and having ſent 
the Sofdiers away, he return'd to the Room 
where ſhe was, He addreſs'd her __ _ 
OUuUIT= 
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Courtſhip ; but, finding that Ineffectual, he 
Forc'd her. 
this was made known to her Hus- 

band, he burn'd with Defire of Revenge. 
And ſtirring up all the S$ic:/ia» Nobles and 
People, it was privately agreed between them, 
that on a certain Feſtival, when the Bells 
ſhould toll to Even-Sorg, all the Sicilians 
ſhould take Arms, and Maſſacre the French 
throughout the 1land. This Plot was carri- 
ed fo ſecretly, that before the Frerch could 
get the leaſt Intimation of it, they were all 
murd'red, of the Day appointed- 

I forgot to acquaint thee in my Iaft, with 
a Villamy, which was diſcover'd in the late 
Tumults of Naples, As they were march- 
ng up and Down the Streets, burning the 
Cu/tom-Hoaſes, and the Habitations of thoſe 
who had. been concern'd in gathering the 
Taxes, they entred the Houſe of a certain 
Netary or Publick Scribe of that City, who 
had been repreſented to them, as a Promoter 
of thoſe Unreaſonable Impoſrions. They ſoi- 
zed on the Man, and began to carry his Goods 
out into the Streets, in Order to be burnt. 
But, as they were OOTY in an Apart- 
ment which was toward the Gardens, th 
heard a great Shrieking, as of Women at- 
frighted : And, perceiving the Voice to pro- 
ceed from within a Wall in the Room where 
they were, they ſearch'd about for a Door to. 
enter into that Place ; but finding none, they

how long they had been rhere, and on 
Occaſion, - the Eldeſit of the Women made 
this Anſwer; The Maſter of this Houſe, i;

Ducket:, which he bequeathd me as. a Le. 
gary, for my Maintenance, my Husband being 
dead : But my Brother, inſtead of doing me 
this Fuftice, Inomzur d both me ana my Dangh- 
ter, ſee here, between theſe Walk, 
where we have lived theſe Seventeen Tears, 
mg allowed, by this cruel Man, no other 
Food but Bread and Water, 

The People Incens'd above Meaſure, ati{s 
barbarous a Cruelty, hang'd up the Notar, 
and gave all his Eſtate, to this Widow and 
her Daughter. An Exemplary Piece of fJu- 
ffice, pzrformed by Mutineers, which could 
nut have been done by the Law, the Crime 
not reaching his Life ; though, in the Sence 
of all Men, he merited Dzath. This is ano- 
ther Argument, that Deſtiny had a Handain 
this I»ſarrettion ; and, that Maſanello the 
Fiſherman, was the Executioner of God. * 

I obey thee, Sovereign Prelate, with an 
Unconditional Devotion, and revere the lars 
of thy Sanftity : Vouchſafe to pray for 
Mahmyt, that whilſt he condemns the Bar- 
barous Cruelties of the Nuzarenes, he may 
not render him{&lf Inexcuſable, by doing any 
Injuſtice himſelf,

3 ths - Arabian Proverb fays, There is more 
Danger to be fear d from one of the Co- 
reis, than Yo a Thouſand Bobeck's. Thou 
knowelt, both theſe were Noble Families in 
Mecca, and Sworn Enemies of the Meſſenger 
of God : But, the Latter, as their Name 1m- 
ports, were too open in their Counſels, to do 
any conſiderable Exegution againſt the Hoy 
One: Whereas the Former, were always reſer- 
ved, and laying of Secret Trains. 

Such is Cardinal Mazarini, the Hidden - 
Enemy of the Ottoman Empire. There ſeems . 
to be an Ambition in this Great Gezizs, equal 
to that of his Predeceſſor Rich/iex, who would 
be eſteemed the moſt Eminent among Men. 
Nothing will fatisfie this A1inifer, lefs than 
a Subverſion of all the Afonarchies on Earth, 
which appear Obſtacles of that Grandexr, 'to 
which he Deſigns to raiſe his Maſter. Yet, 
he attempts not this by Open Force, know- 
ing, that is impracticable : but, as in the 
Dark, ſtriving to undermine thoſe States by 
Intrigne, which he cannot ſubdue by Arms. 
He has his Agents in all the Canrts of Chriſten- 
dm ; and, thou needelt nor Rartle, if I tell 
thee, there is Ground to ſuſpect, he is not 
without his Creatures at the Sublime Port. 
All Ewrope is ſenſible, that the Late Revolw-

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tions in Portugal and Catalonia, the Inſurre. 
Hons in Sicily and Naples, and the Rebellion 
of the Exxbhh, Scots and 1riſh, are, in Part, 
owing to the Policies of this A4iniſter : And, 
I can tell thee more on that Subjeet, than is 
known to every one- 

Oſmin the Dwarf, who ftill retains his 
good Inclinations to the Sublime Port, finds 
an inſuſpeCted Acceſs to all the Grandees, to 
whom the Smallneſs of his Bulk ayd Stature, 
affords no ſmall Divertiſement. Beſides, 
they delight to poſe him with Problems, in 
Regard, there is always ſomething ſo lucky, 
behdes the Wit in his Anſwers, as either 
creates Admitation or Laughter.

hind the Hangings, or under a Bed, 'twould 
only paſs for a Frolick to give 'em Diverhon ; 
and, he never wants for a Repartee or a Jeſt, 
to bring himſelf off. | 
I have taught him a Cypher, which he 
makes Uſe of, to tranſcribe any Letters, or 0- 
ther Papers of Moment ; with Charafers 
for Speedy Writing, which comprehend whole 
Sentences in a Daſh or Two of the Pen- 
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'Tis but lately, we have pitched on this 
Method ; and, the firſt Attempt O/min made, 
was in Cardinal MMazarinis Cloſet : Into 
which he lipt under the Skirt of a Noblemar's 
Cloak, who juſt then went in to ſpeak with 
the Cardinal.

As ſoon as the Room was void, by their 
Abſence, he came forth from his Retirement, 
and fell to examining the Papers, which lay 
on the Table, hoping to diſcover more of this 
Plot ; but, he was diſappointed, and only met 
with--a few Lecters from his Agents m_Ex- 
gland.”

There is one alſo Dated this preſent Year, 
and Subſcribed by Monſieur Beliexre, the 
French Embaſſador in England. But, O/min 
had not time to tranſcribe that, being pre- 
vented by the Cardinals Return ; which 
made the Dwarf ſnatch up his Tools _ 
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abſcond. under the Table. Yet, he remem- 
bered ſome of the Contents of that Let- 
ter, and told them me at his next Viſit : 
The Ambaſſador in that Letter, informs the 
Carainal, of a certain German Prophet, who 
foretold, That there (hould be a great Re- 
volution in the Government of England ; and, 
that One of the Mightieft of all the Eaſtern 
Princes, ſhould be Depoſed this Year , and 
Mardred by his Subjects (I pray Heaven , 
avert the Omen from the Seragtio.) He ac- 
quaints this /46ni/ter alſo, That he had ſuc- 
ceeded-in his /Negotiation with the Officers 
of the Rebels Army. There were other ob- 
ſenre Paſſges in the Letter, which O/min 
has forgot. But, theſe are ſufficient to _ 
demonſtrate, how buſie the Cararmal is, 
__ what a Hand. he has in Foreign AE 
airs- |

Fa E oftner I peruſe the Fournal of 
thy Travels, the more I am delighted 
with it. For, it is evident, -That the Conn- 
tries through which thou haſt paſs'd, have 
been as ſo many Schools of /ifdom to thee ; 
Wherein thou haſt learn'd, even from Mens 
Fices, the Way to Perfettion ; much more 
from. their Yertues. Thou haſt found, 
that though Mens Natura! Diſpoſitions 
differ, as do the Climates , - which 
them Breath; yet, they all agree in Com- 
mon Frailties. There are alſo Vices pecu- 
liar to certain Comntries ; *twere to be wiſh- 
ed, they could be match'd with: as many 
Hational Vertues, But, Human Nature is4 
Rank Soil, more fertile in Weeds, than whole- 
ſom Produfts, Yet, there are Gardens as well 
as Deſarts: And, thou haſt obſerved fome 
Perſons, Illuſtrious for 'their Goodneſs, and 
the Noble Endowments of their Minds. 

I am extreamly pleaſed with that rare Ex- 


ample of Generofity, which thou relateſt of 


an Indian Merchant ; who, not content to 
give Alms to all that ask'd him, or whom he 
knew to be Poor, ſought daily Occaſions to 
exerciſe his Charity, hunted out the Indigent 
and Unfortunate : And, where-ever he diſ- 


covered the Lineaments of Poverty in a 
Man's 
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Man's Face, or trac'd the Footſteps of it in 
his Behaviour, he conld not reſt till he had 
relieved his Wants, and made him Happy, 
to his very Wiſhes. I tell thee, Poverty is a 
Hell upon Earth ; and, he that has this 
Curſe, anticipates the Torments of the Damn d. 
[t eclipſes the —_— Vertues, and is the 
very Sepulcher of brave Deſigns ; deprivi 
a Man of the Means to accompliſh, what 
Natwre has fitted him for, and ſtifling the 
Nobleſt Thoughts in their Embrys. How 
many Iltuftrious Souls may be ſaid, to have 
been Dead among the Living, or buried alive 
in the Obſcurity of their Condition , whoſe 
PerfeCtions have rendred 'em, the Darlings 
of Providence, and Companions of a: 
= the inſuperable Penury of all Things, 
ranked them among the Caſtaway: of the 
Earth, in the Eyes of Men? To ſuch as theſe, 
our Divine Lawgiver commands us to extend 
our Charity, giving us certain Characters and 
Marks, by which we may diſtinguiſh them 
from the Crowd of the Unfortunate.

very. little Reſiſtance was made againft them, 
nob even in Pequiy it felt, the 'Capital Sear 
of the! Clineſe Empire, which © the- V/arper 
Lyennge. had abandon'd* to -the Corqaereys, 
carrying away with 'him, all the Ineftimable 
Treaſures of -the Palace, and retiring into one 
of the remote-Prowinces, was never heard of 
afterwards. - Whence it was judg?d, That 
ſome''of his- own: Party had murder'd him ; 
partly, : for the'Sake of his prodigious Wealth 
which- they ſhared among -them-; a 
partly; to- revenge: his Trea/on againſt the 
Emperor, and the Innumerable Calamities he 
had brought upon his Country.

Afoon, of 
the Yeat 1644- And, that having ſent for 
the Chief Nob:/ity of Tartary to Pequin, he 
made Preparations, to purſue his Conqueſts.
